The following article was based 
on interviews with Belinda Dickin- 
son. This is only her side of the 
story.

For years, Belinda Dickinson was 
afraid to wear tight clothes, for fear 
of looking "too sexy." 

If she wore fitting jeans and a 
shirt with a hint of cleavage, her 
husband would accuse her of sleep- 
ing around, and beat her up. 

For years, Dickinson didn't make 
one of her favorite foods, biscuits, 
for fear of spilling a little flour on 
the counter. If she did, her husband 
would hit her. 

For years, Dickinson was afraid 
to look a stranger in the eye, to 
make friends, or leave her house for 
more than a few minutes. 

But even though Dickinson, a 
Virginia Beach resident, who for- 
merly lived in Western Branch, u-ied 
to obey her husband's rules, she

"I never knew what to expect. 
Once 1 took a shower before my 
husband, and when he got out of 
the shower, he accused me of using 
too much soap. 

"He proceeded to beat me with a 
coat hanger," said Dickinson, a 28- 
year-old who lived with and was 
battered by her husband for six 
years, and then, had a 10-month re- 
lationship with a boyfriend who 



battered her, killed her son and 
broke her youngest daughter's legs 
in four places. 

Today, Dickinson is finally free 
of these two men. Though her hus- 
band is still in the area, he doesn't 
know wher6 she lives, and the ex- 
boyfriend is serving time in jail. 

She said she also is now engaged 
in rediscovering herself and the 
happiness of which her life was 
devoid of for so long. 

Dickinson wants to share her 
story, to help educate the public 
about battered women, and maybe 
to inspire some battered women to 
reach out for help, like she did. 

Dickinson, today an energetic 
brunette with brown eyes and an 
easy smile, never expected to be hit 
or hurt by men in her life. Her fa- 
ther never beat her and her parer',s 
are happily married, she said. 

The abuse came un- 
expectedly, and her life dete- 
riorated graduidly. 

Dickinson met her husband when 
she was 18 and working in a gro- 
cery store bakery. He used to visit 
her at work, and tell her she was, 
the "prettiest," "sexiest," "smartest" 
woman he'd ever known, she said. 

A year later, she married him, 
and things went fine at first. But 



one morning, after they'd been 
married about six months, she tried 
to wake her husband up for work. 
He told her to leave him alone. She 
did for a minute, but then uied to 
rouse him again.

Support available for battered women 



Bruises. Welts. Scratches. Bro- 
ken bones. Fractured skulls. 

The people who run shelters for 
battered women and their children in 
Hampton Roads have seen women 
with all of these terrible signs of 
abuse. They've known women and 
their children who were beaten, 
raped and killed by battering 
spouses and boyfriends. 

And, they say, helping to em- 
power battered women so that they 



can become free of their abuse, 
physical, mental and sexual, is not 
easy. Far from it. 

"We learn to measure success in 
small increments," said Terrie 
McGuirc of the YWCA's Women 
in Crisis Center. "If a woman 
comes to the shelter for support, 
and then goes back to the batterer, 
but a liillc bit su-onger. 

"Thai's a success." 

Domestic physical abuse is the 



most common cause of women's 
injuries, according to Virginians 
Against Domestic Violence. It is 
more prevalent than auto accidcniji, 
muggings and rapes combined.

When you are under the age of 
21 in Virginia Beach, where do 
you go to meet people? 

Some of the city's teenagers go 
down to the Oceanfront every 
night, and congre^te. 

But some store owners in the 
area have called police to com- 
plain, saying that the group is 
hindering business. 

Fights, loud noise, traffic 
problems and other accusations 
have been made, with fingers 
pointing toward the 20 or more 
youths that gather by tl» median 
suip on 25th Street between At- 
lantic and Pacific avoiues. 

"They should be happy we're 
down here," said Jennifer Niece, 
17, a Windsor Woods resident. 
"They should be happy we're not 
out somewhere getting drunk. 1 
don't really think there's a prob- 
lem. The cq)s just w«i't leave 
you alone." 

The teens who gallwr there are 
Virginia Beach residents who say 
there is nowtere el» to go. They 



used to meet down at the loop by 
Rudce Inlet, but were continu- 
ously "chased out" by police. The 
group moved its location to 9th 
Street, but when construction 
began on Atlantic Avenue, it 
moved to 25th Street.

"There's really no place else to 
go," said Niece. "At the mall 
there's all these little kids.

"I come down here to be with 
my friends, said Darrcll Crews, 
20, of Liute Crwk. "We come to 
25th.

Richard Jackson, 20, of the 
Newtown Road area, said that al- 
though there have been fights in 
the area, it is not this group that 
started them. 

He said one incident in which 
the police came involved two 
guys who provoked problems 
with people in the gathered 
group, but any trouble was bro- 
ken up almost immediately. 

Jackson also said that the only 
recent fight he knew of took 
place inside the Atlantic Beach 
Club, not outside. 

Stephanie DeRosa, 19, a 
l^mbroke area resident, said that 
people target that group simply 
because ihey are there, and people 
know they will be. De Rosa said 
they are not causing any prob- 
lems or doing anything wrong. 

"It's cause we're here," said 
DeR(»a. "This is where cverywie 
is. Your parents tell you to go 
(Mil and meet people, and you're 
not drinking."

Virginia Beach Council mem- 
bers, who had been left in the dark 
about the Portsmouth/Virginia 
Beach water supply discussions un- 
til they were public knowledge, 
don't want it to happen again. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf has 
proposed that council follow a sug- 
gestion of Councilman William D. 
Sessoms Jr., and'have two council 
members sit in on water discus- 
sions with staff "so that the infor- 
mation could be shared" with coun- 
cil. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Warnstaff took most of the heat as 
he related reasons why a water deal 
with Portsmouth fell through. He 
said that the discussions took place 
during July, August, September and 
October of 1991 and that he had 
discussed ihcm with the City Man- 
ager Aubrey V. Walts Jr. and later 
with Interim City Manager Oral 
Lambert. 

The discussion concerned an offer 
by the city of Porumouth to sell 
excess water to the Beach as an in- 
terim solution (until Lake Gaston 
comes on-line) to the water short- 
age which led to the imposition 
three weeks ago of mandatory con- 
servation measures. 

Council members indicated that 



they had been unaware of the dis- 
cussions. 

After Warnstaff explained to 
council last week why the 
Portsmouth offer was not accept- 
able, Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan asked, "Are there are any 
other discussions like this that have 
occurred that we ought to know 
about?" 

Warnstaff replied that he repre- 
sented the city in other negotiations 
concerning water. 

"No more surprises?" McClanan 
said. 

Warnstaff said that Portsmouth 
docs not have any significant water 
supply available for Virginia Beach 
on a long-term basis, that it would 
take about two years to build 
facilities which would permit a 
transfer of water from the 
Portsmouth lakes in Suffolk to the 
Norfolk Lakes in Suffolk and then 
on to the Norfolk treatment plant, 
land that the price (all the cost 
would be paid by Virginia Beach 
although the facilities would be 
owned by Portsmouth) would be 
too great for a temporary solution. 

Warnstaff said that Portsmouth's 
own build-out combined with ex- 
pected sales to Suffolk and Chesa- 
peake will require almost all of 
Portsmouth's yield.

The Virginia Beach Community 
Recreation Centcr/Bayside, the sec- 
ond of three new facilities ap- 
proved by the voters in a bond 
referendum in 1987, will open in 
the spring of 1992. 

This facility 
follows the 
Great Neck 
center which 
opened in July 
of 1990. The 
third. Princess 
Anne, had its 
groundbreaking 
ceremony re- 
cently and 
should be on 
line in 1994. 
All three share 
the same basic 
design prin- 
ciples. 

Bayside, like 
its sister facili- 
ties, will feature a 25-meter-by-25- 
yard pool. Two, one-meter diving 
boards are located in the 12-foot- 
deep section. Other features include 
a spacious lobby with a centralized 
customer service desk; a minor- 
walled and barred dance studio; 
and activity rooms with retractable, 
moving walls which enable the 
spaces to be used for large or small 
groups. -« 

The double gym and multipur- 
pose room provides ample space 
for basketball, volleyball, indoor 
hockey and soccer, walking 
programs and any number of 
special events requiring a large 
indoor hall.

Victims' testimony

Most wimesos or victims of ^ 
crimes are apprehensive about ap- • 
pearing in court and confronting 
the perpetrator. Yet, their testi- 
mony and cooperation are essential 
in bringing criminals to justice. 
Fortunately, here in Virginia 
Beach, a valuable program is avail- 
able to offer 
advice and as- 
sistance to both 
victims and 
wiuiesses. At a 
recent mid-year 
U'aining session 
for the Virginia 
Beach court 
docents, Lee- 
Hope Thrasher 
gave a most in- 
formative pres- 
entation about 
this Victim 
Witness Pro- 
gram, which 
she has 
directed since 
1988. 
The pro- 
gram, under the auspices of the 
Commonwealth Attorney's Office, 
was started in 1979. The City 
Council supports the program by 
appropriating funds on an annual 
bajsi^. There are now 50 such 
programs throughout the state. 
Their mission is to provide supjx)r- 
tive services to victims of crime, 
particularly victims of violent 
crime. 

Direct service is provided to 
families of murdered victims, to 
victims of rape or sexual assault 
and their family members, to 
victims of incest, to child victims 
of sexual or physical abuse, and to 
victims of malicious woundings, of 
robberies, abduction or burglaries, 
Support is also provided to wit- 
nesses in felony cases, and limited 
service is available for victims of 
larceny, nonviolent felonies and 
domestic misdemeanors. This 
office give court supportive 
counseling, and also assists in 
crisis intervention. 

Staff members of the 
Victim Witness Office 

explain the criminal justice process 
to the victim or wiuiess. An infor- 
mational pamphlet is available for 
victims, and wimcsses in criminal 
cases with suggestions to those 
who will testify.

in addition, the director, her as- 
sistant director, Beth Taylor, and 
assistants Pat Reline and Teena 
Peebles are available to answer 
questions or speak to employers. 
To assist out of town victims or 
witnesses, Corey Burdin arranges 
transportation, meals, reservations 
and handles restitution. 

The office also helps victims 
prepare a victim impact statement. 
In felony cases, if the defendant is 
found guilty, the judge many with- 
hold sentencing until a presentence 
investigation is completed. The 
victim of a crime will be asked to 
describe, in a written statement, 
what impact the crime has had on 
his or her life. This statement' will 
be included in the report and con- 
sidered by the judge in determining 
an ap(MX)priate sentence. 

Virginia victims of violent 
crimes, or their survivors, may be 
eligible for financial assistance 
from the Victim Compensation 
Fund to cover out-of-pocket 
medical expenses, psychological 
counseling, lost wages or funeral 
expenses. Assistance with applica- 
tions is handled by Pat Reline. 

A total of 14, 237 were assisted 
by this program from July 1990 to 
July 1991. During that one year 
period, the Virginia Beach Victim 
Witness Office provided direct 
services to 6,803 victims and 2,504 
witnesses, and indirect services to 
1,768 victims and 3,162 witnesses. 
Seventy-five of those who received 
assistance from this program were 
citizens of Virginia Beach, or were 
military stationed on the local 
bases.

Water conservation promotion 
cost $57,826; committee formed

The city's Public Information 
Deparunent has prepared an educa- 
tional campaign to promote water 
conservation that will cost the city 
approximately $57,826. 

Information Director Pam Lingle 
said that the staff has prepared a 
cost effective program with a goal 
of reducing wator consumption by 
10 percent. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamstaff has said that ccmservation 
can succeed only through edik^tion 
using all types of media available. 

Central to the education plan is 
the creation of a Water Conseifva- 
tion Coordinatimi Committee with 
representatives from the commu- 
nity, industry, and city staff 

Plans include: 

• A speaker's bureau. 

• A residential "water audit" jwo- 
gram patterned after Virginia 
Power's "energy audit" program. 

• Video and television produc- 
tions over MCN 29. 

• Slide show for speaker bureau 
and school programs. 

• Publicity/Media advertising. 

• Citizens mailings with bills 



and public information in newslet- 
ters publications. 

• Water conservation displays. 

• Public research lo determine 
current knowledge on conservation. 

• Water-saving landscaping pro- 
grams. 

• Commercial water conserva- 
tion. 

Wamsuff said that the city also 
is seeking enabling legislation in 
the General Assembly to allow the 
city to require the use of low-Hush 
toilets in all new construction.

Student perfoimancc on the SAT 
is also a favorite topic of debate;

VBEA's favorite School Board 
numbers hound, Gerald Gibbs, 
found these statistics on SAT 
scores to be true in Virginia Beach.

Dickins<Ni said. "This was the first 
of many times he'd do this." 

She said she never knew when 
he'd strike, but he always would, 
eventually, and then apologize later. 

"He'd hit me for not getting him 
a gia» of iced tea. not getting him 
dinner, or not bringing him clothes 
and a towel when he went in to take 
a shower," she said. 

She said he also verbally abused 
her. 

"•You can't make it.'" 



'"You'll fall on your face.' 

"'You're stupid and lazy.' 

'"You're a slut.' 

"He'd tell me these things all the 
time," Dickinson said. 

"And after a while, I started to 
believe him." 

Her husband had worked to cut 
her off from the many healthy out- 
lets she'd once had. He didn't allow 
her to have friends, hobbies or to 
work. She was only allowed to see 
her parents on select occasions. 

When she had her first baby, a 
girl, her husband would get jealous 
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if she breast-fed her, she said. 

"He wanted me to be completely 
his." she said. "He wanted complete 
power and control over me." 

She was forbidden to wear make- 
up when he wasn't hortie. had to 
keep the house immaculate and 
could only cook certain foods that 
he liked. 

Once sfie had her three children, 
two girls and a boy, he'd make 
them sit on the couch, so as not to 
disturb him. 

Dickinson said that though her 
self-esteem gradually was eaten 
away, she mustered the courage to 
leave him about six times, but life 
without him was even harder to 
bear, since he'd stalk her and 
threaten her. f- 

"I didn't know what to do," she 
said. "I didn't think there was any- 
thing I could do to get away." 

She said he convinced her that 
she needed him to survive. When 
her mother worried over her bruises 
and black eyes, she'd make excuses 
for him. 

On the occasions that she left 
him, Dickinson went to shelters in 
the community to stay, and began 
to realize she desperately needed to 
do something to break out of the 
relationship. 

The freedom she 
sought was not what she ended 
up with, however. Her husband had 
a buddy he used to bring over to the 
house for dinner, and later beers and 
TV. Dickinson said this friend be- 
came so close to her family that 
once, her husband beat her in front 
of him. The friend stopped her hus- 
band, and told him this was wrong, 
she said. 

This friend of her husband's 
seemed kind and gentle, and be- 
friended her and her children, she 
said. 

On one occasion when she left 
her husband and was in a shelter, he 
kept in touch with her, and took her 
and her children out to dinner. 

She ended up moving in with his 
sisteV, and him, and leaving her 
husband. 

But the next 10 months of her 
life were no refuge. The friend 
"ended up being worse than my 
husband was," she said. 

He not only hit and kicked her. 
but choked her and threatened her 
with knives, she said. He didn't let 
her lake showers alone or to wear 
bras or panties, which he thought 
made her look morely shapely and 
attractive in her clothes. 

She remembers the first time she 
.sensed his abusive side. 

"He was coming home from 
work, and Bubba (her son) got in 
his way when he was parking the 
cjir. 

"That day I was wearing tight 
jeans and had curls in my hair and 
make up on. 

• "He looked at me, and asked who 
I'd been sleeping with, and threw 
mc in the shower to wash the curls 
out of my hair and the make up 
off." 

Dickinson .said she never cheated 
on her husband or boyfriend, but 
both men constantly accused her of 
doing .so. 

She said she was more afraid of 
this boyfriend, however, than she'd 
ever been of her husband, who was 
now leaving her alone. 

Of her three children, he'd pick 
on her .son, Bybba, especially, she 
said. 

One day she was out on an errand 
and came home to find him beating 
him. She said she wanted to stop 
him. but was afraid. He beat the 
three-year-old so severely that he 
died. 

His death was kept a secret, until 
Bubba's body was found stuffed in a 
tool box floating in the Dismal 
Swamp months later. 

Dickinson said she was afraid 



every minute that one of her 
daughters might be next. She didn't 
leave him, because he said he'd kill 
the daughters and her if she did. and 
she believed him. 

He began abusing her younger 
daughter, Bonnie, severely and 
broke her legs and severely burned 
her hand. 

"He had killed Bubba. and killed us 
all inside," said Dickinson. 

When Bubba's body 

was found. Dickinson and her 
boyfriend were taken in for ques- 
tioning. After a year-long trial, she 
ended up serving 13 months in jail 
for two charges of neglect, and he 
was sentenced to 50 years in jail on 
voluntary manslaughter and abus^ 
charges. 

Dickinson said jail was actually a 
relief. Her two daughters were taken 
to a relatives out of town to stay, 
and for the first time in her life, she 
felt safe. 

She began seeing a therapist 
who. she said, helped her realize she 
was a worthy person, not the 
"stupid, lazy, incompetent" woman 
she had been told for years that she 
was. She was given books to read 
on battered women and what hap- 
pens to their .self-esteem and to 
their entire lives.

Wamstaff said that because Vir- 
ginia Beach would be faced with 
severe water shortages over the next 
several years, until the Lake Gasion 
project (which has been bogged 
down in litigation for years) is im- 
plemented, he explored every 
possible alternative. 

Wamstaff said that he advised 
Watts in July that he had ap- 
proached Portsmouth to explore the 
potential for obtaining raw water on 
a temporary short-term emergency 
basis. 

Reports have recently surfaced 
that Portsmouth has been offering 
the same water to Suffolk. 

Wamstaff listed reasorts why 
Virginia Beach could not reach an 
agreement with Portsmouth. He 
said that he was advised that 
Portsmouth would not sell any wa- 
ter to Virginia Beach unless Vir- 
ginia Beach agreed to support 
Portsmouth's efforts to obtain a re- 
gional wastc-to-energy plant in 
Portsmouth. 

At dial time, he said, Virginia 
Beach had already adopted the reso- 
lution supporting ihe expansion of 
the Suffolk landfill first and the Isle 
of Wight landfill second. The 
facilities are being planned by the 
Southeastern Public Service Au- 
thority (SPSA). 

Under contracts that 
were considered, 

Portsmouth would charge the beach 
$1.84 per 1,0{X) gallons of raw un- 
treated water delivered lo the Nor- 
folk reservoirs located in Suffolk. 
Teti percent of the water would have 
been lost in handling. The amount 
available would be 5.5 mgd. 

The cost to Virginia Beach in- 
cluding improvements, which 
.would be the property of 
Portsmouth, would range from $20 
lo S22 million over an eight-year 
contract. At most the water would 
be available for six years of the 
conb^L 

Wamstaff said that the raw water 

cost was nine times greater than the 

20 cents per 1,000 gallons Virginia 

, Beach currently pay? for raw water 

from the emergency wells. 

Wamstaff said that the city also 
was concerned that setting a $1.84 
price for raw untreated water would 
set a bad precedent for discussion 
for renewing ihe city's water con- 
tract with Norfolk which will be- 
come effective in the summer of 
1993. The $1.84 paid to 
Portsmouth plus the $1.12 paid to 
Norfolk (today's price for 1,(X)0 
gallons) would bring the total rale 
to S2.96. The Portsmoudi price for 
raw water after accounting for 
losses is almost double the price 
the Beach pays Norfolk. 

Wamstaff said that the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers' analysis in 
1983 including the five cities of 
Portsmouth, Norfolk, Virginia 
Beach, Chesapeake and Suffolk, in- 
dicates that there is insufficient wa- 
ter in southeastern Virginia to meet 
the needs of the five-city area in- 
cluding all available supplies. 

Thomas Leahy, who manages the 
Lake Gasion project for the city, 
said ihal in 1988 the State Water 
Control Board also made a study 
with even higher population 
projections indicating need fcH- even 
more water. Leahy said that one 
judge during the litigations said that 
the Lake Gaston project was under- 
sized. 

Wamstaff said that Virginia 
Beach "cannot and must not add 
new water demands to a system 
without a new l(Mig-term supply." 

Leahy said that not a single one 
of Norfolk's reservoirs could be 
built under today's wetlands regula- 
tions. He said that Suffolk experi- 
mented in the early '80s, but salt 
intrusion cut the yield. Suffolk later 
switched to a brackish wells and 
built a small plant. 

Chesapeake baiJt a treatment 
plant and withdraws a limited 
amount of water form dte North- 
west River, but still has to rely on 
water from POTtsmouth and Nor- 
folk. Chesapeake is also a one-sixdi 
partner in die Lake Gaston project. 
In addition to the facilities thai 
would have to be provided for the 
PortsmouUi system, if the Beach 
contracted to buy water from 
Portsmouth, the Beach would 
probably have to make improve- 



ments to the Norfolk system to 
handle the water. 

And because of a termination 
clause which Portsmouth wanted, 
Virginia Beach, after paying for the 
up-froni costs, would have no 
guarantee that water would have 
been available. 

Even with a contract 

with Portsmouth. Wam- 
staff said, he would have advi.sed 
council to continue with its pro- 
gram to limii the number of new 
connections eligible to connect to 
the public water system without a 
long-term permanent water supply. 

Most Virginia Beach property 
owners are finding ihat their as- 
sessments are the same or lower for 
fiscal 1993 than they are now. The 
.assessments translate into few in- 
creases in real estate taxes, but 
lower tax6s are not necessarily good 
news-. 

The sialic or lower assessments 
merely reflect the general worsening 
of the economy. According to J.D. 
Banagan, real estate assessor, the 
projected 1993 assessment is 
$16,415,000,000, which will gen- 
erate $178,928,000 in revenue at 
Ihe current 1992 real estate tax rate 
of $1.09 per $100 of asses.sed 
value. Thai's no growth in the real 
estate lax base. 

Although the downward trend in 
assessment increases started after 
1986 when the increases was 1 .64 
percent over the previous year, this 
is the first year that the assessments 
registered no percentage increase. 

Banagan's office last Friday sent 
notices out to 44,472 property 
owners who received a change in 
assessment from the current fiscal 
year - 34 percent of the 130,6154 
properties within the city. 

Assessments on 18,482 proper- 
lies or approximately 15 percent of 
all properties declined in value from 
FY 1992. Of these 16,487 were 
residential properties. Assessments 
on 82,584 properties or 66 percent 
of all properties remained the same 
as FY 1992. Of these 78,990 were 
residential properties. 

The average assessment change 
for. individual properties is approx- 
imately -.2 percent. 

New consuuction for the past 12 
months amounted lo $221,781,47.1, 
a decrease from the previous year of 
$56,476,7,14 or 20.3 percent. 
Growth in land due to rezonings and 
subdivision amounted to approxi- 
mately $77,300,000, but approxi- 
mately $35,900,000 of ihat amount 
was due solely lo the Lake Ridge 
rczoning. Total growth in land and 
buildings amounts to 1.8 percent of 
the lax base. 

Decreases in existing asscss- 
mcnus amount lo 1 .4 percent of the 
lax base, which is oILscl by an 
equal amount of projected growth. 

Although one of the city's goal 
is a 70/30 (residential/commercial) 
split in die tax base, it still falls 
way short of the goal. Residential, 
apartment and agricultural propcr- 
^ties comprise 80.2 percent of the 
tax base with commercial and in- 
dustrial properties constituting 19.8 
percent of the lax base. 

Modest increases in a.s.sessments 
were experienced in all the bor- 
oughs except for Virginia Beach 
which had a -2.8 percent dccrca.sc. 

Princess Anne Borough showed 
die greatest incrca.sc at 4.3 percent. 
The 81 percentage of properties 
without an annual assessment in- 
crease for 1993 is die highest per- 
centage since at least 1981. The 
figure for 1992 is 52 percent. 

Residences assessed at less than 
SIOO.OOO included 65 percent of all 
residences, 57 percent of all single 
family houses; 98 percent of all . 
townhouses, 80 percent of all low- 
rise condominiums, and 30 percent 
of all high-rise condominiums. 

The Virginia Beach assessments 
(for 1990) are based on 94.2 p^cent 
of die market value. 

While the assessments will hold 
revenues down, the cost of real es- 
tate tax. exemptions for senior citi- 
zens and disabled persons has been 
increasing steadily. The exemption 
program, which started in 1973 
costing the city $9,766, in 1992 
cosu the city $894,921. The num- 
ber of recipients has climbed fircmi 
83 in 1973 to 1313 in 1992. 

Also exonpt mc 2,0(% (wcels of 
property that arc owned by govern- 
ment agencies and non-profit agen- 
cies representing a revenue loss of 
$2,916,376.()03.

Thanks to the 
assistance of 
Dr. Breckin- 
ridge and the 
staff of the 
Emergency 
Veterinary 
Clinic in New- 
port News, this 
gull has as good 
a chance of sur- 
vival as most 
other urban 
wildlife. He 
certainly holds his own with the other 
gulls in the tent, even if his leg is a 
little crooked. 

One other gull came my way be- 
fore Christmas.- It had a wing injury. 
The wing was healing nicely when an 
infection developed in one of his feet. 
But thanks to the miracle of antibiot- 
ics, this gull will soon regain his 
freedom, too. 

In mid- January 1 picked up a gull at 
the Portsmouth Animal Shelter. I 
was concerned about a seriously in- 
jured eye that resulted in blindness in 
that eye. 

Fora while the other gullsdid bully 
him around. But now he's one of the 
dominant birds, in the group and 
makes good use of the vision in his 
remaining eye. He. too, will soon be 
out of here. 

It was in January also that I re- 
ceived a cal I from Linda at Friends of 
Feathers. One of their regular cus- 
tomers showed up with agull that had 
been hit by a car on Portsmouth 
Boulevard. 

This bird had a head injury and a 
double compound wing fracture. 
After consulting with Dr. Gomez at 
Actin Animal Hospital, we decided 
to give the bum a chance. 

Dr. Gamez disappeared with the 
gull for awhile and then returned 
with our patient, medicated and 
splinted. 

Only a couple of weeks ago I re- 
moved the bandages and the splint. 
This bird is exercising his wings and 
lifting himself higher everyday. 
Greatjob, Dr. Gomez. The bum will 
make it! 

Almost two weeks passed before I 
picked up a gull from Dr. McQueen 
at Midway Veterinarian Clinic. She 
had already trussed upa wing for this 
guy. His recuperation has been rela- 
tively uneventful, but very success- 
ful. 

During the last week of February, 
1 was asked by Portsmouth Emer- 
gency Services to handle a couple 
bird calls in Port Norfolk. Both were 
injured sea gulls. 

One of the gulls had susuiined in- 
juries beyond repair and was euth- 
anized promptly. 

But the gull rescued at the Recre- 
ation Center on Broad Suect is hang- 
ing in there, although still confined to 
an inside cage. 

It's no secret that some people are 
unable lo appreciate the sea gulls' 
importance in our ecosystem. But 
you just cannot find a critter with 
more personality - once you get to 
know him, that is. 

And, .sea gulls must have some 
clout. After all, they are protected by 
federal law.

"They didn't find out about mc 
having schizophrenia until I was 14 
or 15, and 1 was taken to TPl 
(Tidewater Psychiatric Institute)," 
said Voliva, who grew up in the 
Red Mill and Bells Road areas. He 
said what may have triggered the 
mental illness was his father's re- 
marriage. 

Voliva started having paranoid 
thoughts about his stepmother, 
stepsister and stepbrother. 

"Before 1 started getting help, I 
was secluded, I kept to myself," 
said Voliva. "Most of the time, I'd 
get home from school and stay in 
my room." 

He said he did not socialize at 
school or at home with his family. 

"I'd go straight home from 
school and lock myself in my 
room," said Voliva. "I watched TV 
and listened lo the radio to get away 
from everything and the pressures 
of life." 

This went on for a few months 
to a year until he went for profes- 
sional help. Voliva said he was al- 
ways mean to his stepmother, but 
she always stood by him. His par- 
ents took him to TPI, where he 
stayed for three weeks. 

"1 hated the idea." he said. "I to- 
tally despised it. I was angry with 
my parents. I thought my parents 
had turned against me." 

Voliva said that at one time, he 
wanted to get back at his parents for 
sending him to TPI. but now he 
realizes why they did. and. those 
feelings are "l(»ig gone." 

During his stay, the psychiatrist 
decided Voliva had a mental illness, 
rather than an emotional illness. 

When Voliva returned home, he 
said his behavio^ toward his family 
had not changed much. 

"I was bitter and angry and trying 
to get back at them," said Voliva. 

When he wu 17. voUva 
heard about a place called Beach 
House, located on Magic Hollow 
Boulevard, which offers a cycle so- 
cial rehabilitation prc^ram to peo- 
ple who have bipolar depression or 



"paranoid schizophrenia. - 
""• "My first thought was: no way, 
I'm not going back into an institu- 
tional atmosphere," said Voliva. 

He visited Beach House, which 
has about 600 lifelong members, 
with about 250 active members 
who go there on a regular basis. 

When he became 1 8 he went for 
another toijr at Beach House, and 
decided he liked it and ihe philoso- 
phies members u.se. 

Voliva has been going to Beach 
House for seven months. 

"I'm not secluding myself any- 
more, said Voliva. "They're helped 
me come out of my shell, so to 
speak, and be more trusting of peo- 
ple." 

Voliva do^s not like to walk 
home late at night, and is afraid of 
cats and heights. He said he enjoys 
talking to people and likes being 
part of a group. 

"I realize there are other people 
out there who have this illness and 
we have to stick together and give 
each other support," said Voliva. 

Voliva said that having paranoid 
schizophrenia "makes you feel dif- 
ferent" but only makes him feel 
cautious when interacting with 
others. 

"We're prcuy normal," said Vo- 
liva of Beach House members. 
"We're like most people. Some 
people have a couple weird habits. 
They don't go around picking their 
nose in public or anything like 
that, just things you don't see ev- 
eryday. I'm not one of diose people, 
though." 

Voliva currently shares an apart- 
ment with a 25-year-old roommate, 
• and works bagging groceries at a 
local store. 

He said he gets along "just fine" 
with his family, and is generally 
happy. He is currently working to 
achieve his GED. 

"I'm hoping one day to be a book 
writer," said Voliva. "I've never 
been able to finish one. Hopefully 
I'll be able to do it, but that's just a 
dream."

women. She sees women every day, 
physically battered and paralyzed 
with fear of their batterers. 

Yei in Hampton Roads, plenty of 
support is available for these 
women. There are various support 
groups for battered women, and 
three organizations run shelters 
where they can seek temporary 
safety and support 

The Samaritan House. 

serving mostly Virginia Beach 
residents, the YWCA of South 
Hampton Roads' Women in Crisis 
shelter, serving mostly women 
from Virginia Beach and Norfolk, 
and the HER shelter, serving 
mostly women from Chesapeake 
and Portsmouth, never turn women 
away. 

These shelters don't "fix" a 
woman's life or take her problems 
away, said Tree- Woods, but, rather, 
they have people on hand to listen, 
help a woman discover what she is 
feeling and help her identify her 
options. 

"We help a woman discover her 
own strength and learn that she has 
choices," she said. 

Many women stay in relation- 
ships where they are being abused 



out of fear for their children's and/or 
their own safety, said Marilyn Diaz, 
of ihe women in crisis center. 

This fear is valid, she said, since 
statistics show that 75 percent of 
women killed by an abusive spouse 
or boyfriend arc killed in the pro- 
cess of leaving or shortly after 
leaving. 

"There are many reasons they 
stay - fear that she can't make it on 
• her own, that she has no marketable 
skills or place to go, shame. 

"We shouldn't be asking the 
question, 'Why do women stay?' 
We should be asking. 'Why do men 
bailer?'" 

Diaz, Tree- Woods and olhers who 
work with battered women in the 
local communities say it's a com- 
mon misconception that something 
is wrong with a woman if she be- 
comes involved in an abusive rela- 
tionship, and if she stays in one. 

Women are usually not battered 
in the relationship's beginning, but 
rather ireaied like queens. 

" 'You're so pretty! You're so 
smart! You're so special.' That's 
what the women hear at Tirsi," Tree- 
Woods said. 

,. She describes a cycle where a 
couple goes through a happy 
"honeymoon phase," initially. 



Soon, tensions begin and escalate, 
and eventually, an abusive incident 
occurs. After the incident, the bat- 
terer often says he's sorry and tries 
to ^convince the woman that the 
battering won't happen again, but 
then the cycle repeats iLself. 

It's often very difficult to break 
away from the totterer. Tree- Woods 
said. 

The batterer often isolates the 
woman from friends and family and 
doesn't let her work or be involved 
"in any outside activities, she said. 

"Batterers have an obsession with 
power and control," she said. 

They do everything they can to 
take away a woman's independence 
and self-confidence, she said. 

"Abusers can be very clever and 
very manipulative," said Terrie 
McGuire of the Women in Crisis 
shelter. 

"They work hard to make a 
woman feel powerless." 

Leaving the abuser "takes 
tremendous courage," she said. 

Many women who leave go back 
to their abusers, she said. 

At the shelters, success for bat- 
tered women is not necessarily 
measured by whether or not they are 



able to lave their batterers few good. 
"Every situation is so different." 
McGuire said. 

"The ideal is for women to be 
free of battering and abuse, but 
women must look at their own sit- 
uations and make their own deci- 
sions. 

"We want the best for all of these 
women, but we can't take care of 
them. 

"We're just here to listen, sup- 
port them and to care." 

McGuire said once a woman is 
away from her batterer, the speed at 
which she is able to begin rebuild- 
ing her life in a healthy and new 
way depends upon many variables 
that can't be measured, but such 
factors as how long and how 
severely she has been abuses, if she 
has any marketable skills and 
whether she has a family around 
that supports her, among many 
others, come into play.

25 students from 
5 different countries

Regent University recently made 
a space for itself in the annals of 
history. In its spring commence- 
ment exercises, it graduated the 
largest group of Eastern Europeans 
ever to receive master's degrees 
from a Christian university. 

The Founders Inn and Conference 
Center Ballroom was filled to ca- 
pacity as 25 students from five 
Eastern European counuies received 
their degrees on Feb. 20. The uni- 
versity originally admitted 36 stu- 
dents. Three left early without 
completing their degrees, three have 
already graduated and returned home, 
and five remain to finish their de- 
grees. 

In attendance were dignitaries 
from four of the countries: Poland, 
Bulprian, Romania and Hungary. 

Romanian Ambassador Virgil 
Consiantinescu said, "What hap- 
pened at Regent University is very 
important to a country like Roma- 
nia, or any of the Eastern European 
counu-ics. This is the kind of assis- 
tance we need most; people trained 
to run the market economy and to 
think differently." 

Also present at die ceremony was 
Virginia Beach Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf, who presented each dig- 
nitary with a Jefferson cup engraved 
with the seal of Virginia Beach. 
The mayor told the students she 
was glad the city could offer them 
"love and religious nurturing," and 
assured them that the city's door 
"would always be open" to them. 



The students arrived at Regent in 
August 1990, and were given full 
academic scholarships as part of the 
Chancellor's Leadership Scholarship 
Program. The program was estab- 
lished in large part with the assis- 
tance of Regent University Chan- 
cellor M.G. "Pat" Robertson. 

The school also look care of liv- 
ing expenses for the students. All 
in all, the effort cost approximately 
SI million and was funded by uni- 
versity supporters. 

During the ceremony, Robertson 
charged the students to carry hope 
to their fellow counlrvmen. 

President Emeritus Bob Slosser 
was the first to see the value in 
bringing the Eastern Europeans to 
study here. At the ceremony, 
Slosser commented that, amid po- 
litical changes in that part of the 
worid, he wanted to show them that 
"freedom means more than 
materialism. True freedom can be 
found only in Almighty God." 

The graduates now will return to 
their homelands, many to fill jobs 
they have already obtained. Graduate 
Jacek Slaby will help start Poland's 
first evangelical radio station. 

"People in Poland often forget 
about cultural and biblical roots," 
Slaby said. "It will be important to 
bring Christians and non-Christians 
a biblical perspective of life." 

Regent University plans to con- 
tinue the Chancellor's Leadership 
Scholarship Program.

Katie, a 38-year-old mother of 
three, thought her life had 
definitely taken a turn for the 
worse when she was caught 
shoplifting and sentenced to four 
years in jail, early last year.

Virginia Beach Sheriff Frank Drew has definitely had his 
thinking cap on since becoming sheriff in January of 1990. 

He has created many new rehabilitative jail programs, which, 
in addition to helping inmates acquire better outlooks for the 
future, have saved the city money. 

Take the work programs, for instance. 

Inmates who work for the city (currently thepe are about 100) 
provide it with valuable labor it would not othlewise l^^e. And 
inmates that work for other organizations pay thc'city part of 
their salaries. Drew developed one of these programs and has 
expanded the other. 

Last year Drew was able to give the city back $280,000 of its 
budget money. "He's operating this place at a profit," said 
Capt. Tommy White of the sheriffs department. 
'Drew has also improved the jail in various ways, making it 
more up-to-date. He has almost completely networked the jail's 
administrative areas with the computers, and through a grant he 
pushed for, has made it possible for the department to acquire 
new cameras and monitors. 

He also recently set a new rule which will save money by 
helping to preserve cleanliness in the jail -now, inmates can't r ^**^„o *^ *^^ r^it^t- 
smoke. If they're addicted to nicotine, the department helps ^c"g^'> *^ ine ILailor 
them beat it with new smoking cessation classes. 

But most importantly, Drew has been active in helping secure 
funds for the new $12 million jail addition, a great step towards 
easing the problem of overcrowding. By late March, 150 pris- 
oners now sleeping on the floor will have bunks in the addi- 
tion. 

The new addition has a central booking facility, where 
deputies will take over booking responsibilities which previ- 
ously tied up city police officers, sometimes for several hours. 

Keep the thinking cap on. Drew. The city is certainly 
benefitting from steps such as these. — K.L.H.

Superintendent Sid FauceOe has 
accomplished what most people be- 
lieved impossible. The Virginia 
Beach superintendent has proposed 
a school budget for next year that 
asks for no increase in local funds. 
Even though the school system will 
be opening 
three schools 
and hiring 
more teachers 
to teach 2.000 
more students, 
Faucette has 
put K^ether a 
budget that 
will not require 
any additional 
funding from 
City Council 
than what is 
being provided 
to the schools 
this year. 

Faucette's 
rationale for 
asking for no 
additional city 
_____^__ funds was con- 
tained in his cover letter to School 
Board members. 

"Because difHcult economic 
times prevail for businesses and 
citizens, this budget asks the City 
Council to appropriate the same 
amount of funds for public educa- 
tion in 1992-93 as it provided in 
1991-92. My recommended budget 
absorbs 2.5 percent growth (1,951 
students), 4.2 percent inflation, 
opening of three new schools, and 
implementation of the middle 
school program. As a result, full 
funding of this budget ^tually 
decreases the per pupil expenditure 
of city funds," stated Faucette. 

While the s;hool budget will not 
require a local ti/x increase, overall 
it is still larger because of a 
restoration of state funds cut last 
year and a better projection on 
federal funds. Nevertheless, the per 
pupil cost for operating the schools 
next year will continue to be $700 
less per pupil than the state 
average. 

The most significant budget fea- 
tured incr^sing the per pupil .allon 
SjitJQn,ffitUi.sK«ctional,supitfi?|S„ ,„ J 
from $15 to $35. This move, 
coupled with allowing teachers a 
real chance to determine what is 
actually needed and not needed, 
will have q very positive impact on 
instruction next year. Superinten- 
dent Faucette believed the VBEA 
and teachers when they told him 
that there were not enough supplies 
and materials in many of our 
schools. This is especially true in 
the older schools where equipment 
is insufficient and outdated. The 
budget also seeks to spend more on 
replacing out-of-date library books. 

Free textbooks for all 

students is also an excellent feature 
of the budget. Free textbooks will 
ease the burden for 40,000 families, 
often single female parents, trying 
to make ends meet. Virginia school 
districts that provide free textbooks 
receive additional state funding. 
Consequently, the move to free 
textbooks is not an expensive 
endeavor conrpared to the relief it 
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The most significant

plan, only the students who abuse 
their books or school materials will 
have to pay. 

Some City Council candidates 
are already trying to make hay out 
of the fact that the budget recom- 
mends a 4 percent cost of living 
increase for teachers and support 
personnel. I told the School Board 
at its budget hearing that the salary 
increase was needed and had been 
earned. "Your support staff and 
"teachers, in spite of a turbulent '90- 
'91 school year and an unsettling 
'91-92 year, have risen above the 
fray and given you hard and high 
quality work. We know times are 
tough. They have been tough for 
us, too - economically, emotion- 
ally, and professionally." 

The majority of taxpayers are not 
opposed to school folks getting a 5 
percent raise next year. 1 hope that 
the city manager will work just as 
hard as did the superintendent to 
find the money to give city 
employees a cost-of-living in- 
crease. I know that VBEA did not 
attack the City Council for giving 
eariy retirement to their employees 
last year or the bonus to their 
employees right before Christmas, 
or even the day off with pay, even 
though teachers were given none of 
these compensation benefits. Our 
teachers, teacher assistants and 
school nurses work very hard and I 
am not ashamed to say that, they 
have earned a 5 percent salary hike. 

The budget funds the 

middle school program. While 
there is still concern over the sports 
program, the fact of the matter is 

Mfetife ^ill be bedcr in' middFe ' - 
schools than in our current junior 
high schools. Teachers will have 
much better control over students 
and, therefore, student discipline 

will improve greatly. Teachers will 
know their students better and will 
be able to put more focus on 
academic achievement and success. 

Faucette's budget cuts even more 
positions from the central office. In 
fact, the cuts, began last year and 
proposed next year, will free $3.6 
million to be spent on students and 
instruction. If the budget is passed, 
a second vocational technical 
center will start being planned for 
the northern region of die city. 

All in all, the proposed budget 
re-directs the financial priorities of 
the school system toward teachers 
and students without increasing the 
burden on our city's taxpayers. I 
hope citizens will speak out in 
support of the budget and the 
schools. Students and teachers need 
their support.

J. Madison: law- 
related educator

Next Monday, the Virginia Beach 
community, as well as all Ameri- 
cans, should remember James Madi- 
son, "Father of the Constitution" and 
our fourth president. His influence 
on the nation was unparalleled 
among die founding fathers. Yet, 
few will recall that March 16, 1751 / 
was his birth 
date. 

Although he 
was not a law- 
yer, Madison 
was a superb 
lawmaker. He 
served in bodi 
the state and na- 
tional legisla- 
tures, and was 
instrumental in 
writing, promot- 
ing and explain- 
ing the nation's 
most important 
laws. Indeed, 
before die term 
was coined, he 
was a law-re- 

latcd educator 

constantly emphasized the 
importance of education to good 
government. He as<ierted, "The dif- 
fusion of knowledge is the only 
guardian of true liberty." 

While serving in Virginia's Gen- 
eral Assembly, he wrote a remark- 
able treatise on religious freedom, 
which promoted die pas.sage of 
Jefferson's Virginia Statute for Re- 
ligious Freedom in 1786. This was 
the first law of its kind in the western 
world. 

As a delegate to die Federal 
Convention of 1787, he wrote die 
Virginia Plan, which became a kind 
of blueprint for the new government. 
His notes taken during that constitu- 
tional convention educate us today

about diat document and die original 
intent of the framers. 

Again, it was die quiet, scholarly 
Madison who developed the plan to 
go directly to the voters to get die 
people to approve the new govern- 
ment. He proposed that the 
Constitution be pre.scnted at special 
ratifying conventions in each state, 
widi delegates elected by popular 
vote. 

To explain the Constitution and 
encourage ius rauficalion, Madison 
helped write The Federalist Papers, 
a scries of articles published in a 
New York newspaper. Scholars now 
consider them die most important 
work written in defense of die docu- 
ment, now known as die supreme 
law of the land. 

As a delegate to Virginia's 1788 
convention, he convinced the some- 
what rebellious delegates to ratify 
the Constitution. By an cxuemely 
close vote, the Commonwealth, then 
die largest and most powerful stale, 
gave its approval. 

Elected to the First Congress as a 
member of the House of Representa- 
tives, Madison prepared and pre- 
sented the first amendments to the

in this country for hundreds of thousands of landfills 
and diat die land covering die fills is not dead and can 
be used for any number of different facilities.

The office of Robert P. Vaughan, 
commissioner of the revenue, city of 
Virginia Beach, has been selepied by 
the Commonwealdi of Virginia's 
Department of Taxation to expand a 
pilot program that began in 1991. 
That program, 
known as die AR 
(Accelerated 
Refund) pro- 
gram, resulted in 
faster state in- 
come tax refunds 
for approxi- 
mately 6,500 
Virginia Beach 
residents. 

In 1991, the 
city of Virginia 
Beach was the 
only locality 
throughout the 
commonwealth 
offering an ac- 
celerated refund 
program. Essentially, this program 
was accomplished through an elec- 
Uonic filing process from die Vir- 
ginia Beach commissioner of reve- 
nue directly to die Slate Department 
of Taxation, dirough die I. M.S. (In- 
formation Module System). 

Virginia Beach residents who 
filed accelerated refund forms, along 
widi thcirtax returns, received accel- 
erated refund forms along with their 
tax return,s, and received what was 
then die fastest refund possible. The 
AR program reduced turnaround 
time from the standard six- to eight- 
week time frame to a one-week lime 
frame. 

The pr(x;essing involved the em- 
ployees of the commissioner of the 
revenue lo immediately sort, screen 
and elecu-onically key directly lo 
Richmond.ihe return of die taxpayer, 
and when keyed, a refund check was 
printed the same, day. 

Exceptions lo the rule would be if 
it were determined dial die taxpayer 
had an outstanding indebtedness lo 
the Slate or locality, and those funds 
would be "sei-ofr by the claiming 
agency. 

This year, 1992, die original pilot 
program has been greatly enhanced. 
Costing the city a mere S2(X) for 
additional program cables, the 
STAR program (Selected Taxpayer 
Acceleraial Refund) is in place and 
includes most Virginia Beach lax- 
payers receiving a 1991 state tax 
refund. Il is expected that an esti- 
mated 70,000 Virginia Beach lax- 
payers will qualify and receive re- 
funds through ihc STAR program 
this year. 

To qualify for the star 

program, die tax return must be filed 
dirough the city of Virginia Beach 
commissioner of the revenue. The

return must have the preaddressed 
gummed label affixed with no cor- 
rections made to ihe label. Addition- 
ally, the return must be for die current 
year, it must be signed by the 
laxpaycr(s), no taxpayer can be de- 
cca.sed, and no accelerated refund 
form can be attached. The acceler- 
ated refund form can be u.scd if the 
taxpayer is filing only dirough the 
AR program. 

Early response to the STAR pro- 
gram has indicated a very high de- 
gree of taxpayer satisfaction. Resi- 
dents are currently reporting refunds 
received in less than a week, and in 
some cases in as little as direc days. 
This turnaround lime should con- 
tinue unul die approach of die filing 
deadlines for Federal and State re- 
lum. 

The increa.sed volume of filings 
during dial time could have an im- 
pact on the speed of die refund, but a 
large impact is not anticipated. Late 
filers may want to keep this in mind 
- filing eariy will result in a faster re- 
fund. In just die first 30 days of 1 992, 
the number of STAR refunds proc- 
essed was 762, and the number of 
accelerated refunds processed was 
2,6%. 

Please be reminded thai the state 
tax filing deadline is May 1 . The city 
of Virginia Beach commi.ssioncr of 
die revenue's office is committed to 
die success of this program by offer- 
ing same day service in processing 
each and every lax return received by 
diis office, either by mail or in per- 
son, and on the same day dial return 
is received it will be processed and 
uansmitted to Richmond. 

The commissioner's office stands 
ready to assist you in any way per- 
taining to your state tax return. If you 
have questions regarding ihe STAR 
program or the accelerated refund, if 
you need assistance with die prepara- 
tion of your slate return, or if forms 
arc whai you need, please call the 
office of die commissioner of die 
revenue ai 427-4483.

Harrington, a boatswain's mate, 
was killed by Chabrol, a 34-year- 
old former Navy lieutenant who 
was her supervisor at work, on July 
9, 1991. He allegedly abducted her 
in front of her townhouse as she 
left for work in the morning. Her 
naked body was found later that day 
in Chabrol's home. A Virgin Is- 
land friend, Stanley J. Berkeley, 33, 
was allegedly Chabrol's accomplice. 

A hearing on whether Chabrol 
will receive the death penalty or life 
in prison, which had been scheduled 
for last week, has been postponed 
until May 21, Chabrol has admit- 
ted he killed Harrington. 

Allegedly, Chabrol had repeatedly 
asked Harrington out, passed her 
notes and poems, given her flowers 
artd he became embittered by her 
turning down his gestures of ro- 



mance. She was married to Joseph 
H. Harrington. 

McGuire said the stalking law, 
which recently passed in the House 
and which makes stalking a misde- 
meanor or, on a first conviction, 
punishable by up to a year in jail 
and a $2,5(X) fine, would have 
given McGuire some legal ground 
on which to stand. Per the pro- 
posed legislation, a second convic- 
tion would be a felony, carrying up 
to a five year jail sentence.

In the late '60s, when the 
East German government allowed a 
number of elderly people to cross to 
the West, Wolfs aunt and uncle 
were among them. She recalls 
vividly taking her aunt to a super- 
market where her aunt stood, inca- 
pable of speech, tears rolling down 
her cheeks, completely over- 
whelmed by the amount of food 
available. 

The wall's destruction and the re- 
unification of Germany has led to 
her personal reunification. Contact 
with East Berlin family members 
has been reestablished. A major re- 
union is scheduled for later this 
year. 

Wolf explains the feeling of 
completion. "It means I don't have 
to put my feelings behind the wall. 
I though 1 could put myself in the 
face of my family on the other side. 
It was like looking through a peep- 
hole. I had a vision of being behind 
the wall, physically, spiritually and 
emotionally. Now I don't have to 
do that. Before I felt the wall here 
(pounding her chest). It feels like 
I've waited half a century for this 
feeling of wholeness. I didn't know 
it would happen when the wall 
came down."

"City jail rehabilitative 
responsibilities are, necessarily, 
becoming the wave of the 
future," White said. 

"In Virginia Beach, we're 
going to continue to see new 
rehabilitative programs, and the 
expansion of current programs." 

Drew has u-avelled all over (he 
country studying rehabilitative 
programs. White said. 

An increase in the number of 
inmates, in addition to inmates 
staying in the city jail longer, is 
creating the need for more 
rehabilitative programs, many of 
which save the city money, 
White said. 

The jail's population has been 
growing steadily, and now, atwut 
650 people arc hou%d in die jail. 
A new jail additton has just been 
built, which doubles its r«:om- 
mended capacity. 

Rehabilitative programs help 
decrease potential problems 
caused by overcrowding. While 
said, since inmates often are gone 
for the day, while working.

ing incompatibilities with the com- 
plainant 

"Of the five cases, in two we had 
di^iculties agreeing with results 
from internal affairs." said Dale. 

The appeals panel can make three 
conclusions on each case, using files 
provided by the Virginia Beach Po- 
lice Department and statemoit made 
by the complainant stating why he or 
she is displeased with police investi- 
gators. According to Dale, the panel 
can concur with police flndings, not 
concur with findings or find grounds 
of insufficient evidence. 

Dale said that panel has five days 
to submit a written recommendation 
to the city manager, James Spore. 

"It is up to him at this time what 
actions he will take," said Dale. 

Spore said that be- 
cause this is the first hearing and 
he has not thoroughly reviewed the 
cases as of press deadline, he could 
not comment on his intended actions. 

The panel, established by Virginia 
Beach City Council in August of 
1 991 , consists ofDale, Delores Grif- 
fin, Wiley Mitchell, Jr., Charles 
Williams, Lewis Barnes and alter- 
nates Donald Trueblood and William 
Schlimgen.

Police make arrests in two 
series of armed robberies 



Virginia Beach police investiga- 
tors have made arrests in two series 
of armed robberies. 

The first scries of cleared rob- 
beries involve the suspects robbing 
their victims at gun points and tak- 
ing starter jackets. Arrests have 
been made in six cases.

Both 
of these suspects were placed in the 
Tidewater Detention Home. 

A third youth was charged with 
one count each of armed robbery 
and use of a firearm in commission 
of a felony and was released to his 
parents. 

These cases are being investigated 
by Detective W.B. Robertson of die'* 
department's Robbery Squad.

After facelift, DeWitt Cottage 
will have new wildfowl center

The DcWitt Cottage, the last re- 
maining "grand" brick house at the 
Oceanfront, is currently undergoing 
a facelift as part of the first phase of 
its restoration and renovation, ac- 
cording to the Virginia Beach 
Foundation. 

Upon completion, the turn-of- 
the-ccntury landmark will house an 
oceanfront exhibit center and arts 
hub to be known as Atlantic Wild- 
fowl Heritage Center. 

The first phase of renovation will 
restore the exterior of the 97-year- 
old cottage to its lurn-of-tbc-ccntury 
appearance, retaining the u-adiiionai 
gray and green color .scheme. This 
stage of the work includes a new 
roof, porch and gutters. Work on 
the exterior will be completed this 
spring. 

The DeWitt Cottage, one of 13 
properties in Virginia Beach listed 
in the National Register of Historic 
Places, was saved thanks to u pub- 
lic-private partnership between the 
Virginia Beach Foundation, the city 
of Virginia Beach, the Back Bay 
Wildfowl Guild and the generosity 
of the DeWitt sisters, former own- 
ers of the cottage. 

The Virginia Beach Foundation 
holds title to the property and i.s 
supervising the cottage's renovation' 
and restoration. Upon completion 
of the project, the foundation will 
turn title of the building over to the 
city of Virginia Beach, which will 
maintain the property as a resort 
area cultural and educational center. 

"The foundation anticipates that 
the renovated cpttage, in its new 
role as the Wildfowl Heritage^en^ 
ter, will be a source of pride for 
Virginia Beach and Hampton Roads 
for many years to come," said Tom 
Canu-ell, a DeWitt Cottage project 
coordinator. 

The Back Bay Wild- 
fowl Guild will operate the 
Atlantic Wildfowl Heritage Center 
at the oceanfront cottage once work 
is complete. The center will bring 
together wildlife artists, carvers and 
photographers in an environment 



thai will stimulate the public's in- 
terest and provide iin cducaiiofuil re- 
source lor Virginia Beach. 

The guild plans to use part of the 
cottage to exhibit paintings, pho- 
tographs, carvings and old decoys, 
and another area as a gift shop. 
Visitors to the center may also ob- 
serve working wildfowl artists and 
dca)y carvers. 

"How appropriate that the De- 
Will Collage is being restored lo 
house ihc Wildfowl Ccnier. lis 
original owner, Bernard Pcabody 
Holland, was an avid hunicr and 
used the small open cupola on the 
roof to observe ducks on the lakes 
behind his house," explained 
Fletcher Bryant, president of the 
Back Bay Wildfowl Guild. Refer- 
ring to the house's future use, he 
.said, "Wc could not have found a 
more perfect location lor our cen- 
ter." 

In addition lo his intcrcsi in 
wildlowl, Holland also served as ihc 
first mayor of the incorporated cily 
of Virginia Beach. 

Visiwrs to the Atlantic Wildfowl 
Heritage Center will also have an 
opportunity to enjoy a seaside gar- 
den, featuring native seashore planus 
and flowers similar to Ihosc origi- 
nally planted at ihc coiuigc by the 
DcWiit family. The Princess Anne 
Garden Club of Virginia Beach has 
volunteered to design and sponsor 
the garden as a community project. 

The Back Bay Wildlowl Guild is 
responsible, along with the founda- 
tion, for raising S45(),()(K) to fund 
the irdnslormation of the deteriorat- 
ing cottage into the Atlantic Wild- 
fowl Heritage Center. Funds are 
currently being raised through a 
broad-based community campaign, 
including private and corjwralc do- 
nations and in-kind contributions.

Census forms returning to Beach schools, students 



Beach will get 
$360 a child 

Every three years, Virginia taw 
requires local school divisions to 
conduct a census of school-aged 
children. Virginia Beach's turn is 
1992. 

The state allocates funds to pub- 
lic school divisions according to the 
number of school-aged children liv- 
ing in the disu-ict, regardless of 
whether they attend public, private, 
or parochial schools. 

Specifically, school divisions 
have to identify and collect certain 
information about each child be- 
tween die ages of 1 and 19 and each 
handic^ped person through the age 
of21. 

"For the next three years, the 
state will pay Virginia Beach ap- 



proximately $360 for each child 
between tite ages of 5 and 19 and 
for each handicapped child ages 2 to 
21." said Superintendent Sidney L. 
Faucette. "Obviously, this $1,080 
over a three-year period helps ease 
the local tax burden for ail taxpay- 
ers." 

School census foins will be sent 
home with all school children in 
Virginia Beach on March 2. They 
need to be filled out and returned to 
the school by March 5. A second 
set of forms will be mailed on 
April 15 to residences in the city 
which either did not receive the first 
set because they do have school- 
aged children, or they did not return 
the first set of forms. All residences 
will therefore be contacted for the 
census. 

'The public's assistance in com- 
pleting and returning the school 
census form is absolutely essential 
to an accurate count of Virginia 



Beach school-aged children." said 
FaucetiB. "Everyone's help is needed 



to ensure that our city receives its 
share of state funds. 



Bay preservation area get changes 



The city of Virginia Beach has 
begun to process minor residential 
additions and changes in Chesa- 
peake Bay Preservation areas 
through its Permits and Inspections 
office. 

Minor projects are those with 
less than 2.500 square-feet of land 
disturbance and include additions to 
existing home, detached buildings, 
deck additions, driveways and 
swimming pools. The city is sim- 
plifying the review and permitting 
process for homeowners with small 
projects. In some cases, a full re- 
view or a variance may still be re- 



quired. 

New residential construction and 
commercial development will still 
require full site plan review through 
the Development Services Center. 
The Planning Department will still 
process variances, map amendments 
and requests for waiver.

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Cold killer Novak, or "bewildered little boy lost at sea?" 



Lawyers on both 
sides continue 
to discuss case

Two little Wadsworth Homes' 
boys, Christopher Scot Weaver and 
Dffliiel Wayne Geier, have been dead 
ova- a year Their families continue 
to grieve. 

The thin, blonde teenage boy 
who murdered them, Shawn Paul 
Novak, has been convicted of 



capital murder for their deaths. He 
waits in jail to see if he wil| be 
sentenced to life in prison or to 
death in the dectric chair. 

Rumor has it, the bizarre murder 
case will soon be made into a book 
or movie. 

Cut still, in the wake of the 
conviction, the general public 
doesn't seem to understand that 
Weaver, Geier and their families are 
not the only victims in this case, 
said Novak's defense attorney, 
Richard G. Brydges. 

Novak is also a victim, he said, 
charged with capital murder, when 
"all he really is, is a bewildered lit- 



tle guy, lost at sea." 

In the much publicized murder 
trial, Brydges argued that Novak 
was legally insane, not knowing 
right from wrong, and that the 
March 3, 1991 slayings of Geier, 9, 
and Weaver, 7, in woods off Bird- 
neck Road were not premeditated. 

And though in just 90 minutes, a 
Circuit Court jury convicted No- 
vak, 17, of capital murder on March 
10, Brydges holds steadfastly to his 
stance that Novak committed the 
murders disassociated from what he 
was doing. 

"Novak was out with those boys, 
and a mental deficiency or ailment

833 letters against 
watersheds plan 
presented to City 



Council will consider 
ordinance on March 24

The city's proposed "Southern 
Watersheds Management Ordinance" 
is actually a "Southern Watersheds 
Development Plan," according to 
environmentalists who presented 
City Council last week with an or- 
dinance of dieir own. 

Barbara Henley, a former council 
member and now chairman of the 
Southeastern Association for Vir- 
ginia's Environment (SAVE), said 
that the volunteers had dedicated 15 
months toward developing an ordi- 
nance which would protect the 
city's "unique and valuable re- 
sources," only 10 find that the ordi- 
nance, presented to council last 
week by Planning Director Robert 
Scou, "contains flaws so serious 
that we simply cannot support it." 

Henley spoke on behalf of 
SAVE, the Back Bay Restoration 
Foundation, the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the National Aubodon 
Society, the Friends of Back Bay 
and Clean Water Action, who all 
back the alternative nnxiel ordinance 
for the Southern watershed. 

Tom Perlic, representing the 
Clean Water Action Committee, 
delivered to council 833 letters from 
citizens asserting thai the proposed 
ordinance will not protect Back Bay 
or the North Landing River. He 



appealed to council to listen to the 
citizens. 

Charles Traub, a Lynnhavcn 
Borough resident, said that the pro- 
posed ordinance had imperfections 
and suggested approving the ordi- 
nance "as a beginning" saying it 
should be monitored and changed. 

Lou Pace, a city council candi- 
date, said that council was missing 
the boat; all of the land should be 
reserved for agriculture while the 
city is proposing a plan to develop 
more of Virginia Beach. 
' Anthony Leger, manager of the 
U.S. Back Bay Wildlife Refuge, 
said that he was "ecstatic that the 
city is making an attempt to iden- 
tify the important resources of the 
refuge," but that the attempt is not 
good enough. A major problem for 
the refuge is that 17 percent of the 
land which would be in a proposed. 
Transition Area III where some 
development would be allowed is 
part of the land which the refuge 
has identified for acquisition to 
enlarge the refuge. Leger said that 
the government will then be in 
competition with the city and de- 
velopment interests in trying to 
purchase the land. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf reported 
that the Tidewater Builders 
Association supported the proposed 
Southern Watersheds Management 
Ordinance and the Comprehensive 
Plan amendments, including the

and/or dollmaking. 

They teach three-week classes 
that meet for about two hours 
each week, in which people can 
come in and make a doll, from 
scratch, for $35 complete. 

From scratch means pouring 
porcelain slip into head, arm, leg 
and body molds, letting it dry, 
firing it, painting it, adding 
color, hair and eyes and 
assembling it, among other little 
steps. 

"People often are surprised 
when they discover they can 
make the complete doll 
themselves," said Belongia, a 
longtime craftswoman who has 
taught various parks and 
recreation classes, such as bas- 
ketweaving, stenciling and paper 
making. 

"It's really not hard." 

An advantage of making your 
own dolls, Geusic said, is that 
not only is it "your own," but 
also, you save money. Porcelain 
dolls can run up to $2,000 apiece 
and higher, though some are 
available at about $150 and up. 

At the Sweetheart Doll shop, 
located at 3021 South Military 
Highway. Belongia and Geusic 
sell all doll parts and items, 
including molds, eyes, wigs and 
dolls Susan and Sherry have made 
themselves.

The Orchestra Virginia Beach 
reached more than 12,000 people 
each year in more than 16 perfor- 
mances at the Pavilion each year. 

Due to funding problems, the 
Orchestra Virginia Beach had to cut 
short its season and close its doors, 
with its last scheduled performance 
at Christmas. 

'There were many things cut at 
the same time," said Carol Noona, 
former managing director of the 
Orchesu-a Virginia Beach, and a 
Birdneck Acres resident 'This past 
year, the Virginia Commission for 
the Arts cut across the boards, and 
gave all groups an 80 percent bud- 
get cut." 

This diminished the orchestra's 
funding from the state from 
approximately $44,000 to $7,000. 

The city of Virginia Beach Arts 
and Humanities commission then 
gave at 25 percent cut to the 
orchestra's budget. The orchestra 
received $55,000 instead of its 
usual $73,500. 

"We were not blind," said Noona, 
we knew we would have to make 
up the deficit" 

Noona and her husband Walter, 
the orchestra's music director and 
conductor, went off salary in 
September, to make it possible for 
the orchesu-a's 52 members and staff 
of five to be paid.

Beach's budget was cut a develop- 
ment person was hired to solicit 
support from members of the 
community for six months.

In 1983, the Orchestra Virginia 
Beach had a budget of $250,000. 
The budget's high point was 
$486,000, with it falling to 
$404,000 this year. 

"When we saw we could not 
make the shortfall, we went to the 
mayor and asked for a loan," said 
Noona. The Noonas were told the 
city could not meet the $40,000 
loan they had requested. 

Because the orchestra's season 
was not scheduled to end until April 
28, Noona is negotiating with Arts 
and Humanities about giving two 
performances before July to satisfy 
the ticket hoklers.

Back Bay visitor station to close 
on weekends; dog access restricted 



Effective Wednesday, April 1 , the 
Visitor Contact Station at Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge will be 
closed both Saturdays and Sundays. 

This temporary closure of the 
building does not affect the main 
gate or access to refuge trails, 
boardwalks or be^hes, according to 
refuge manager, Anthony Ledger. 
Normal hours of access to these fa- 
cilities will continue to be dawn to 
dusk, seven days per week^ 

A^itk)nally, two annual closures 
are going into effect Since Sumlay, 
March 8 the twrtfiemmost one-mile 
of refuge be^h, from Little Island 
City Park to the refuge's vehicula- 
access ramp, has ^ain b«n closed 
to provide crucial resting, feeding 
and nesting habitat fw shorebirds. 

During 1991, a number of sight- 
ings of endangered piping plovers 
were made throughoiit the summer 
at various refuge locations. These 



sightings are attributed to seasonal 
beach closures and public aware- 
ness. 

Ledger said ttw coni^t siatirai's 
closing is due to staff shortages. 

A designated area an the of^tan- 
side of the closed area will remain 
open for through foot and bicycle 
uaffic. This will enable visiles^ to 
walk or bike the entire iengUi of 
refuge beach. The remaining four 
miles of beach will be open to 
wildlife-oriented activities such as 
hiking, iriiotc^raphy, wildlife ob- 
servation m6 surf fishing. The clo- 
sure will be in eni»:t until OdDba- 
31, 1992. 

Finally, (to to the KaMoal in- 
crease in puMic use. as well as the 
n^d to protect all ground nesting 
birds, 6o^ will be nrictly prohib- 
iuxi fnm die refuge. As uakl, this 
restriction will begin on April 1 
and be lifted Octobtfl.

Orchestra's demise - is it fair? 

The Orchestra Virginia Beach has ceased to exist, due to 
funding problems, after nearly 10 years of service to the com- 
munity. 

It's funding of $44,000 was cut to $7,000 by the Virginia 
Commission of the Arts. The Orchestra Virginia Beach was not 
the only organization to suffer an 80 percent budget cut. This 
was done to several agencies. 

The Virginia Beach Arts and Humanities Commission in- 
creased the orchestra's budget problems by slashing it 25 per- 
cent. The group received $55,000 instead of its usual $73,500. 

How can any organization be expected to survive on $62,000 
in budgeted funding when it has planned for $177,500? 

What little money was left after the orchestra closed its doors 
was used to pay outstanding bills and expenses. 

Arts and Humanities has now asked for half of the $55,000 
back, because only half of the concert's season was completed. 

The defunct orchestra does not have the money to give back, 
although its management will tiy to assume responsibility for its 
debt.

Last season's objectives were to 
increase annual occupancy by one 
percentage point, to build up the soft 
occupancy levels for the all impor- 
tant summer months, especially 
June, and to extend the length of stay 
for visitors in the high season. An- 
other objective included increasing 
visitor spending. 

I'm happy to say that, despite the 
sluggish economy and disappointing 
national travel trends, the city of 
Virginia Beach's 1991 tourism indi- 
cators show strong positive move- 
ment. 

By any account the city's efforts, 
along with those of the private sector, 
were successful as the key Virginia 
Beach indicators showed: 

• Hotel occupancy for calendar 
year 1991 was up from 58 percent in 
1990 to 59 percent in 1991. 

• Summer hotel occupancy was 
81 percent in 1991, up from 76 per- 
cent in 1990. 

• Hotel sales through November 
were up to 6. 1 percent over the same 
period in 1990. For the summer sea- 
son alone, hotel sales were $63 mil- 
lion - that's a 6 percent increase over 
the previous year and the highest 
amount ever in our city's history! 

• Restaurant sales through No- 
vember were up 3. 1 percent from the 
same time in 1990. The summer had

even better news: a record $111 mil- 
lion in sales or a 3.4 percent increase 
from 1990. 

• In the summer of 1991. the 
volume of room nights booked 
topped 768,000. While that was a 6. 1 
percent increase over the same pe- 
riod in 1990, more importantly it was 
the highest volume ever recorded in 
the city's history. 

• The June occupancy rate 
reached a five-year high in 1991. 

• Household income of summer 
visitors increased 8 percent to almost 
$52,000. 

• Spending per party was up dur- 
ing the summer months, up 2.4 per- 
cent to $925. Average length of stay 
edged up slightly from 4.6 to 4.7 
nights. 

Suffice it to say that Virginia 
Beach is attracting visitors who have 
more money to spend and they are 
doing just that • spending more. 
They're coming to Virginia Beach in 
the summer's high season, more are 
coming earlier in June than they have 
been, and all visitors are slaying 
longer. 

Why did Virginia Beach do so 
well in 1991? 

One could point to several rea- 
sons; the continuing improvemenis 
to the resort area and the boardwalk, 
changes in our tourism strategy and 
marketing plan, the emphasis on the 
many special events that are held in 
our city, or increased private sector 
advertising and promotion. 

But you and I know it's because 
Virginia Beach is good, Virginia 
Beach is clean, and Virginia Beach is 
fun.

Among the requirements to be met 
in order to qualify for United Slates 
citizenship, an lien must show evi- 
dence of good moral character and 
belief in the principles of the United 
Stales Constitution. The petitioner 
must be able to speak, understand, 
read arid write simple! English,' al- 
though exceptions are provided for 
this requirement. He or she must also 
pass a test on U.S. History and gov- 
ernment; and attend a public cere- 
mony formerly a judicial proceed- 
ing) at which lime an oath of alle- 
giance to the United Stales must be 
taken. 

Not all aliens come to the 
United States with the intcniion of 
living here permanently. Although a

variety of reasons exist for coming 
here temporarily, a visa is still re- 
quired for entry. Some who might 
seek nonimmigrant visasare govem- 
moit officials, their families or ser- 
vants, temporary visitors for busi- 
ness or pleasure, students and tem- 
porary workers. 

In addition to the numerical limi- 
tations prescribed by law, the Immi- 
gration and Naticxiality Act seLs out a 
system -whereby preference as to the 
issuance of immigrant visas will be 
given to aliens wishing to live here 
and make it their home if they meet 
certain qualifications. 

Americans tend to complain about 
the infiux of immigrants, but fail to 
realize that America's greatest im- 
port is people. The United Stales has 
admitted more legal immigrants than 
all other countries put together, and 
these newcomers add immeasurably 
to America's talent pool. 

The audiors of Megatrends 2000 
point out that human resources are 
ihe competitive edge for both com- 
panies and countries. In ihe global 
economic competition of the infor- 
mation economy, the quality and 
innovatives of human resources will 
spell the difference. 

As a matter of fact, the Immigrant 
Act, passed by Congress by 1990, 
increased visas for professionals and 
skilled workers. It provided 140,000 
slots for highly prized scientists and 
engineers. But it made some won-y 
that America's door is no longer 
open to the tired and poor, as pro- 
claimed on the Statue of Liberty, but 
to the elite and affiueni. 

Others continue to blame 
America's problem on the Hood tide 
of immigrants coming from the 
Third World, legal and illegal, who 
arc not being assimilated, not be- 
coming Americans. 

Recent television news programs 
showedgroups ofMexicans running 
through traffic at our entrance gales. 
It is obvious thai we have a problem 
in preventing illegal immigrants 
from invading our country. To con- 
\ro\ this serious problem, ihe govern- 
ment has increased die number of 
border guards. 

Legal immigrants, however, who 
have complied widi requirements 
and demonsu^led their motivation lo 
become good American citizens 
should be welcomed.

ity. 

"The jury looked at the two 
grieving families and the pictures of 
mutilated children. 

"They didn't want to believe thai 
Shawn was insane." 

He said he thinks the "ages of the 
cherub-like boys" and Novak's 
"apparent lack of emotion" also 
woriced against Novak, as did the 
fact that in the case, the judge is 
responsible for Novak's sentence, 
not the jury. 

Judge John K. Moore will sen- 
tence Novak in April 15. If he is 
sentenced to die, Novak, 17, would 
be the youngest member of Vir- 
ginia's cteath row. 

Brydges said he is in the process 
of preparing his case for Novak to 
be sentenced to life in prison rather 
than death. 

"We want to put an end to this 
tragedy; not make it go further by 
killing another one," he said. 

"The boy was barely 16 when 
this incident occurred. He's only 17 
now. He needs help, not death." 

Brydges said his case for Novak 
was fui^r hindered by tlie fact that 
the defense was not permitted to tell 
the jury that if Novak were found 
legally insane and sent to a mental 
institution, he would have received 
treatment there and remained 
committed until three court- 
appointed psychiatrists determined 
he was sane. At that point, the 
case would have been returned to 
Circuit Court, and a judge would 
have ruled on whether Novak 
should be released from the 
institution. 

The law barring the defense from 
sharing this information with the 
jury "hamstrings the defense," Bry- 
dges said. He said he thinks some 
on the jury may have had no clear 
idea what Novak would have faced 
if found not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity. 

Novak was charged with capital 
murder under the section of the law 
dealing with the willful, deliberate 
and premeditated "killing of more 
than one person during the same 
act." Humphreys, aided by assis- 
tant Commonwealth Attorney 
Frank Zanin, to win their capital 
conviction, had to prove that both 
killings were premeditated. 

Humphreys said it was not diffi- 
cult to determine that the murders

He said the Novak case, which 
has captured th6 fascination of the 
Virginia Beach community since 
the slayings, and especially during 
the trail, was not the most publi- 
cized case he bi£ handled. 

"I've had four of five this big," he 
said. 

Brydges said he thinks Novak re- 
ceiving a capital murder conviction 
is "sad." 

'There are plenty of victims here 
and Shawn Novak is one of them." 



Sorry Shawn, we were busy 
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City apartment. Neighbors 
watched from their windows, but 
no one came to her rescue, and no 
one even called the police. 

It also happened to Shawn 
Novak. 

Shawn Novak screamed for 
help for nine months: sitting in 
a garbage can, sitting on the floor 
in class, wearing bones around 
his neck, talking to inanimate 
objects, and saving seats for 
imaginary characters. 

Did this behavior simply go 
unnoticed? I should think not, 
lest we be a race of numb, 
oblivious buffoons. Surely his 
classmates noticed, at least 
enough to ridicule him, 
reaffirming their own adherence 
to that desperate, rigid code of 
accepted high school behavior. 
Surely his teachers noticed, or 
was Ms. Lawrence's class the 
only one in which he acted pe- 
culiar? 

If Shawn scored in the top 20 
percent of his class, but was only- 
making C's, if Shawn was 
behaving bizarreiy, why didn't 
anyone do anything to help him? 

I realize that teachers are busy. 
I realize that everyone has a full 
daily agenda. But what sort of 
civilization can we expect to have 
if we can't fit nurturing and 
guiding our young somewhere 
between going to the gym and 
getting our oil changed? Wc 
should expect having the sort of 
civilization we do, where 
innocent young boys arc brutally 
murdered in the woods! 

I suppose it takes less time to 
lock away a problem or to termi- 
nate it in the electric chair (how 
many seconds?), than to get to 
the root of it and to mend it. Dr. 
Paul Mansheim, the psychiatrist 
who testified that Shawn was 
completely sane, spared only two 
and a half hours to interview 
Shawn. He based his diagnosis 
on Shawn's answers to the 
Minnesota Multiphasic 
Personality Inventory (MMPI), a 
test most often used to screen 
large groups of people for whom 
interviews are not feasible. The 
MMPI has no scale to test for 
many for the DSM-IIIR 
(Diagnostic and Statistical 
Manual of Mental Disorders - 
Third Edition Revised - a manual 
put out by the American Psychi- 
atric Association which outlines 
diagnostic criteria for the various 
mental disorders) diagnoses. 

It cannot, for example, 
diagnose Isolated Explosive 
Disorder, an Axis I diagnosis 



(Axis I contains major citnical 
syndromes), which defines a 
condition in which the patient 
commits an extfemely violent act 
which is cleariy out of proportion 
to any possible precipitating 
stressor. Perhaps Dr. Mansheim 
did not have time to consult his 
DSM-IIIR. This seems to be a 
pretty slack effort for an "expert" 
witness. 

The jury spared less than 90 
minutes to decide Shawn Novak's 
fate. It was late, they probably 
had to get home and fix dinner, 
they didn't want to have to leave 
the baby with a sitter again the 
next day and the gym closes at 
nine. Yet Shawn Novak, in that 
hour and a half, was convicted of 
capital murder. 

I do respect the jury. 

The murders were terrible, the 
children were innocent, and the 
families were devastated. The 
courtroom was supersaturated 
with emotion, and Shawn Novak 
appeared void of any feeling. By 
convicting Shawn of capital 
mar d w- f w tran fenlihat we'v^- 
isolated the problem and excised 
it. The end. 

Only nothing is quite that 
simple, and we all know it. A 
high school kid does not become 
a murderer is a vacuum. A 16- 
year-old does not sit in a garbage 
can for the hell of it. 

We cannot say to ourselves, 
"Case closed." Not unless we are 
good liars. 

Shawn, I am sorry we were too 
busy for you. Daniel and Scot, 1 
am even more sorry. What hap- 
pened was terribly wrong. 

Shawn's conviction of capital 
murder and possible death 
sentence arc also wrong. Now all 
wc can do is Uy to prevent a third 
wrong, that of not learning from 
a tragic lesson. 

The circumstances which 
existed to create a murderer from 
a high school kid still exist. We 
must take a close look at our 
priorities. We must resolve to 
listen for the cries of our 
children. We must guide and 
nurture our young, and not 
assume that someone closer to 
the problem will take care of it. 

A civilization will not carry on 
if we try to keep it with us; we 
must graciously prepare the 
children to take it from us. We 
must look down to see who is 
below us, rather than looking 
only straight ahead at our own 
path. 

It is too late to help Shawn, 
bui let's not be too busy for the 
next child who tries desperately 
to get out attenticm.

Beach orchestra 
looking for ways 
to make music again

"We would really like to be a 
treasured asset to the community," 
said Noona, "but all the economics 
forces hit us at the same time." 

In the 1970'S the Noona's 
were involved in the original 
Virginia Beach Pops, a community- 
based orchestra modeled after the 
Boston Pops, which played at the 
Dome. 

Noona said the group wanted its 
own niche in Virginia Beach, play- 
ing accessible classics, a solo act, 
sometimes soloist classics, often 
finishing the program with pops 
selections. 

Irt..l978, orchestras from Norfolk, 
PoTitsmoulh. and VirginiiUj Be^hi. 
merged. 

"The idea was that the three con- 
ductors that went in to it would be 
equal," said Noona. 

Russell Slanger of Norfolk, Gary 
McMurran of Portsmouth and Wal- 
ler Noona of Virginia Beach worked 
together until 1982, when Stangcr 
was replaced by Richard Williams. 

"When Richard Williams came 
into the picture, he wanted preemi- 
nence," said Noona. "He wanted to 
be in charge of everything." 

The Arts and Humanities 
Commission of Virginia Beach 
encouraged the Noonas to start their 
own professional orchestra in 
Virginia Beach. 

For eight-and-a-half years, the 
Orchestra Virginia Beach gave 16 
performances each year at the 
Pavilion, with additional children's 
shows and public performances in 
Newport News, Portsmouth, Suf- 
folk, Norfolk, a slate tour including 
Danville, as well as performances 
with the Baltimore symphony. 

Its most well-known programs, 
according to Pavilion manager Bill 
Holland, were the Pavilion pro- 
grams. Holland said that most of 
the 900 tickets per performance 
were sold out, with eight dates per 
year holding two shows. 

Holland estimated that the Or- 
chestra Virginia Beach catered to 
1 ,200 to 1 ,800 guests per dale. 

"They were very good clienu, and 
Ihey provided a needed entenain- 
menl option for residents for the 
city and visitors to the city," said 
Holland. "They'll be missed here." 

Noona said that the orchestra's 
purpose, besides loving the profes- 
sion of music, was to give Virginia 
Beach its own professional sym- 
phony. 

"It has no professional musicaj 
group emanating from the Beach," 
said Noona. "The Beach is the 



biggest city in the stale." 

Noona said that the orchestra's 
purpose was fulfilled, but cut short. 
With fmancial backing, said Noona. 
the OrchesU'a Virginia Beach could 
"go back into business in a 
minute." 

Depending on the size of the 
program, Noona said it would ini- 
tially take about $100,000 to put 
the orchestra in motion. 

Noona said that the expenses of 
running the OrchesU'a were "very 
lean," as most of its players, al- 
though employed as teachers at area 
schools or universities, comprised 
most of the budget. 

Three of the five staff members 
N^ere part-time employees. 

■ Since the orchestra closed its 
doors, Noona has spent most of her 
lime cleaning up the orchestra's 
remaining financial obligations. 
All of the musicians have been 
paid, although she is now working 
to satisfy ticket holders. 

On Tuesday, February 1 1 , Noona 
went to the Arts and Humanities 
Commission to tell them that the 
orchestra did not have enough 
money to complete the season. 
Now, all that remains of the office 
is an answering machine, telling 
callers thai the Orchestra Virginia 
Beach has ended. 

"I'm very saddened by the closing 
of its doors," said Noona. "We've 
put our life blood into this for 10 
years or longer." 

She said she hopes that one day, 
ihe orchestra will live in Virginia 
Beach again. 

'*We loved serving the people, 
and if it became possible, we would 
love lo do it again," said Noona.

Maxine Graham, a Sandbridge 
realtor, said that the proposals were 
"nothing more than glorified down- 
zoning." 

The management plan was devel- 
oped to provide protection for the 
Soathon Watersteds which are not 
incladed in the Chesapeake Bay 
Preservation Act ordinance because 
these areas drain south rather than 
into the Chesapeake Bay. 

The watersheds inclu(fe Back Bay, 
North Landing River and Owl 
Creek/Rudee Inlet. Although the 
southwestern portion of the city is 
in the Northwest River Watershed, 
it is included in the North Landing 
River Watershed for practical pur- 
poses. 

Central to the Southern 
Watersheds plan recommended by 
the Planning Commission is the 
creation of a third transition zone. 
Two u-ansition zones, I and II, were 
created with the adoption of the re- 
vised Comprehensive Land Use 
Plan last year. 

The transition zones are located 
south of the Green Line (the north- 
em boundary is Sandbridge Road). 
Transition Area III would extend the 
transition area eastward to Back Bay 
like the other transition areas it 
would start at the Green Line ex- 
tending southward to Indian River 



Road and Muddy Creek. 

Henley said that details of the 
plan for the area are not available so 
that the citizens do not know what 
is in store for them. However, she 
pointed out that the Planning 
Commission has a "conceptual de- 
velopment plan" paid for by the 
Economic Development Authority 
and produced by Talbot and Associ- 
ates, a private engineering finn. 

The plan, she said, shows a hotel 
and conference center in the middle 
of the proposed Back Bay Wildlife 
Refuge expansion, a golf course 
encroaching into the wetlands of 
West Neck Creek and "variety of 
other environmentally disastrous 
proposals." The plan had not been 
shown to council during Scott's 
presentation, but at Henley's re- 
quest, the plan was shown to coun- 
cil. 

Henley said that the intent of the 
plan, to protect the natural re- 
sources, does not coincide with 
planned highways, such as the 
Southeastern Expressway, which 
would pass through the southwest- 
ern part of the city; Ferrell Park- 
way; West Neck arterial; the four- 
lane expansion of Indian River 
Road and New Bridge Roads, and 
the improvement of Princess Anne 
Road. 

"What kind of land use will pro- 
duce (that kind of) traffic increase? 
"Any city can build golf courses," 
she said, "Nobody can produce

what we have here." 

The plan for transition area III 
forwarded by the Planning Com- 
mission calls for a choice of golf 
courses, including at least one sig- 
nature course, and an "appropriate 
variety of other types of courses are 
as needed," in addition to tennis 
centers, multi-use recreational 
activity centers, sports complexes, 
equestrian center, multi-purpose 



trails, open-space protection and 
management areas, scenic water- 
ways, canoe access points and other 
active and passive recreation uses 
that fit into the rural community. 

The plan also calls for the cre- 
ation of a Recreation Facilities Au- 
thority with the pow«r to sell bonds 
to finance the construction of recre- 
ational uses.

Scott said that the plan does not 
anticipate residential development 
which would require infrastructure. 
The purpose of the plan, he said, is 
to avoid the cost of inftastructure. 
However, the golf course develop- 
ments include housing. 

Why have the road to improve- 
ments, such as Ferrell Paricway, 
asked Obemdorf, in this sleepy area 
of the city. 

Scott said that barring West Neck 
Road, there are no plans to con- 
su-uct more roads. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that it would be fair to say some 
educational facilities will be needed. 

"If you got just one golf course, 
you will have those homes," added 
Councilwoman Nancy Parkw. 

Scott replied that recreational fa- 
cilities and golf courses will gener- 
ate less infrastructure costs "all 
across the board." 

In the coiane of t}w3r«a^ 

a-half dig6ussioiw}f the ordinance 
and plan questions were raised about 

the possible overuse of groundwater 
(which would have to be relied 
upon for the golf courses), the 
scarcity of water in the city overall, 
the possible salt-water intrusion 
with a proliferation of wells, and 
the size of the buffer between de- 
veloped sites and wetlands or water. 
Another major source of dis- 
agreement between the environ- 
ments and the city plan is the one 
defmition of non-tidal wetlands. 

The definition proposed in the 
city ordinance has already been 
turned down by the Chesape^e Bay 
Assistance Board, Kenley said, and 
is not compatible with the federal 
definition. Henley said that the 
adoption of siK:h a narrow dcnnition 
in a water quality ordinance utiliz- 
ing limited soil types is unaccept- 
able. She said that Virginia Beach 
is the only locality in Virginia that 
has that narrow a deflnition of wet- 
lands and it has been rejected. All 
other localities in the state found 
the federal deflnition acceptable. 

Also, she said, the 50-foot set- 
back in the proposed plan is inade- 
quate. The environmentalists' ordi- 
nance recommends 100 feet She 
also said that during last week's 
presentation was the first time she 
had heard of a 50-foot "buffer" 
which she differentiated from a 
"setback" because the buffer would 
require plantings on boundaries, 
She said that the "buffer" is in- 
cluded in the plan, but should be in 
ordinance to be effective because the 
plan is only a guide. 

If the object is to protect, en- 
hance and restore water quality, she 
said, the proposed ordinance is 
weak. 

Henley said that the plan should 
protect the city's treasures. 

Henley recommended that the city 
defer consideration of trtmsition area 
III until council has more detailed 
information on what would be 
there. 

Lcgcr also said that a 50-foot- 
buffer was too narrow. He said that 
transition area III was not the best 
choice for mailing the land. He 
suggested recreational activities 
such as hiking, biking, horsel»ck 
riding and nature study. He said 
that when all the highways are built 
pressure will be on Council to re- 
duce the habitat: "It will be the 
death knell of faming, c^n s|»ce 
and the wildlife a habitat . . I do 
tKM believe there is any siKh thing 
as an ecologically friendly golf 
course." Leger said that golf 
OMvses ast two-»id-a-hilf timet the 
chemicals that «« uMd oe ciqrfmd 



and that he would "take cropland 
any day." He said that agriculture 
does not use as nasty or as much 
chemicals as golf courses and golf 
courses pose a potential for 
contamination of groundwater. 

What about the farmer (in u-ansi- 
tion area III) who docs not want to 
sell? he asked. Is that fail?" 

He said that some people are 
looking at Back Bay to make up for 
the city's lack of golf courses. In- 
stead, he suggested, find a way to 
sell Back Bay as a natural area for 
visitors. 

He asked that the council table 
the ordinance and develop a strong 
one. 

Council will consider the ordi- 
nance for adoption on March 24. 

Referring to a statement of 
Councilman John A. Baum, Leger 
said that he did not know where the 
concept came from that farmland 
would not drain if the refuge takes 
more land. He said that the elimi- 
nation of drainage for farmland was

.trBaum.'Said.that he was glad to 
hear that and wanted to see it in 
print. 

"We have never done it," said 
Leger. "My word is^^ my botti. I 
resent the fact you pass these ru- 
mors." 

Baum said that the government is 
paying too much for the land and 
escalating land values. 

Leger said that he would rather 
have that rumor than that the gov- 
ernment was paying too little. 

James Rawls, a physician, said 
that he wanted to sec the remainder 
of the city's great natural resources 
protected. 

Les Watson, attorney represent- 
ing the Atlantic Shores retirement 
community, said that the Oixlinance 
does not say at which stage of a de- 
velopment the ordinance would ap- 
ply. He said that he did not want to 
comply with another set of rules. 

Scott said that the buffers be- 
tween residential development and 
farm operations would primarily be 
for aesthetics, but on the shoreline 
they would address environmental 
concerns. The buffers would be a 
part of the residential lots. 

Although the Southern Water- 
sheds Ordinance does not require 
more than 50-foot setbacks, the 
Chesapeake Bay ordinance requues 
100 feet in parts of the city. That's 
because the transition from land to 
water in the Chesapeake Bay area 
watershed is abrupt, Scott said. 

Parker asked what would happen 
if the plan does not materialize and 
"we've opened up another piece of 
land?" 

Scott said that if council endorses 
the plan, the city would have to put 
together a more deuiled im- 
plementation plan. That is the plan 
Henley wants to set before the plsi 
iscohsidatd. 

Scott said that golf couraes are 
going to be the most difTicult diing 
to locate in that area. 

The idea is to buiki 30 houses a 
year, Scott aid. 

Scott said that golf courses can 
be built with grasses that require 
littte water and retention p(»ids will 
be required as part of the course.

Endorphins. Get ready to soar. 

Bungee-fever is spreading across 
the nation and it looks like Virginia 
Beach might be hit next. Two 
companies are anxious to build or 
bring in bungee apparatus to 
oceanfront locations, and several 
other companies are also looking at 
the possibility. 

It's up to the city's planning 
commission and City Council to 
decide which, if any, company or 
companies can bring in bungees. 

To bungee is to jump from a 
height attached to a chord. People 
have been doing it since the begin- 
ning of time, but commercial 



bungees, in the forms of cranes, 
towers, hot air balloons or bridges, 
have recently become a craze.

Plungers seek "a certain thrill, a 
sense of excitement or just a fun 
ride they'll never forget," said 
Thomas Woodard, director of the 
North American Bungee Associa- 
tion (NABA), headquartered in Park 
City, Ut. 



Beach Bungee, a new local com- 
pany represented by structural engi- 
neer Reid Pocock, and Bungee 
Thrills, Inc., based in Burke, Va., 
and represented by Felix Temple- 
ton, are both hoping to put up Vir- 
ginia Beach's first bungee. 

Beach Bungee wants to build a 
bungee tower at 26th Street and 
Pacific Avenue and will go before 
the Planning Commission on April 
8 and City Council on April 28. 

Bungee Thrills Inc.'s proposal 
has already been cleared by the 
planning commission to tear down 
apartments near a parking lot on 
Rudee Loop, on land owned by 
Shirley Spry and family at the 
south end of Atlantic Avenue, and 
put in a Bungee crane. Its proposal 
went before council on March 24. 

"Bungees are the thing right 
now," said a planning commission 
employee. "First it was bicycle 
rentals, then billards . . . now it's 
bungees."

She said a third company has also 
been researching the idea of putting 
in a bungee, but plans are more 
premature than those of the other 
companies. 

Woodard said it costs between 
$15 and $100 for a commercial 
bungee ride, and that already there 
are about 12S commercial bungees 
in the United States. 

"Commercial bungees are being 
put up everywhere," he said. "We 
anticipate there'll be 300 in the 
counu-y by the end of the year. 

"At first bungee jumping was an 
illegal and clandestine activity, but 



the sport itself has hit the country." 
The first commercial bungee was 
built in New Zealand, and 2i years 
ago. The first United States 
bungees were put up in South Car- 
olina and in California, he said. 
Now, bungee-jumping is popular in 
Florida, Texas, Utah, California and 
Colorado, and the appeal is grow- 
ing. 

"It's an intense adrenaline ru^h," 
he said, "and it's very safe.''' 

So far, out of an estimate 
550,000 to 600,000 bungee jumps 
in the country, only one case is 
known where someone in the U.S. 



was killed jumping, Woodard said, 
and the person was not a customer. 

"He was an operator jumping 
from a hot air balloon with no 
chords," he said. "That, obviously, 
was not smart," 

Bungee companies are fully in- 
surable these days, he said, since 
injuries have been close to nonex- 
istent. 

"It's safer than a parachute," he 
said, "and with a similar thrill." 

Pocock said if his proposal is 
approved, he'd like to eventually

After six years, a crucial call that is highly debated will not be 
reviewed. This will have a heavy impact on the game. Often 
after review, many calls were reversed because the official could 
not see whether a player's foot was touching the boundary line 
form 10 yards away. With instant replay, the player's foot 
could clearly be judged - in or out of bounds.

His name was Tiger. My older 
brodier, Ronnie, dearly loved diat 
litde Terrier.

School-aged children today need 
an education that will prepare them 
for the information age of the 
twenty-first 
century. This 
theme has re- 
ceived much 
attention lately. 
The needed 
skills are liter- 
acy and numer^ 
acy, teamwork, 
computer liter- 
acy, communi- 
cations skills, 
and critical 
thinking. In the 
work force of 
tomorrow, eve- 
ryone, not only 
top manage- 
ment, will be 
required to 
make decisions 
___^^____ and to be able 
to communicate effectively. In the 
Virginia Beach school system, the 
art curriculum addresses many of 
these skills. The curriculum has an 
integrated approach that utilizes 
cooperative learning process and 
critical thinking skills. Emphasis is 
placed on developing critical 
thinking skills necessary to become 
a decisionmaker, one who is able to 
gather information, analyze it and 
make judgements. 

Those parts of the art education 
program that deal with these basic 
skills make art an important facet 
of a basic education plan. The 
National Art Education Association 
believes that art education is 
relevant for all students. This belief 
led to the slogan, "You Gotta Have 
Art." 

Parents and educators would tell 
you that art courses enhance self- 
expression and creativity. While 
this is true, it is important to realize 
that creativity is a process, not a - 
gift or talent. Two elements of the 
creative process are communication 
and critical thinking. These skills 
involve acquiring knowledge, 
making judgemenis and using the 
new knowledge to produce 
innovative products. These 
elements are basic not only to art, 
but to all general education. 

The philosophy statement for the 
art curriculum summarizes the 
basic assumptions that Virginia 
Beach art educators have about the . 
purposes of art programs in our 
schools. Art instruction is essential 
to a balanced school program at all

John Dewey, creator of the 
Dewey Decimal System, "believes 
artists to be exemplary thinkers, 
and their products to be exemplary 
demonstrations of intelligence."

They are 
learning to take these judgements 
and ai^ly them to their own art 
work, evaluating and comparing 
tiie difference the new knowledge 
has had on their own work.

Also, the community, administra- 
tors, teachers and parents must sup- 
portlhe.progrkni, The Virginia 
Beach schools' art program is an 
excellent example of what can cs 
accomplished when these support 
mechanisms are in place. Art edu- 
cation is a valuable element of the 
overall education program for our 
children.

I have just learned of a service I 
would like to share with you, and 
applaud Steve Black, who is vice 
president, Disu-ict II, of Boddie- 
Noell Enterprises, Inc. 

In Uiis position, Mr. Black is re- 
sponsible for die operations of 54 
Hardee's fam- 
ily restaurants 
in the Hampton 
Roads area.

During the past few months, it 
seems that the police departments 
across the countfy have been criti- 
cized because of unfortunate events 
that occurred in Los Angeles. 
Hardee's management feels that the 
men and^omen who make up the 
fire, police and and rescue units arc 
sometimes the "forgotten heroes." 
You never appreciate a policeman 
unless you have a burglar outside 
your window; you never appreciate 
a fireman, unless you have a fire; 
and, you never realize the impor- 
tance of a rescue squad until your 
life is in danger. 

Hardee's has begun a new pro- 
gram which will directiy support 
the fire, police and rescue organiza- 
tions of Hampton Roads. They 
have equipped a step van with a 
portable generator, food holding 
cabinet, microwave oven, coffee 
maker and coolers for tea. ice and 
drinking water.

To give you an example of the 
van's purpose, let's use a hypo- 
dieucal situation. Let's assume diat 
two small children have become 
separated from their parents who 
were camping at a Virginia Beach 
campground. Assume that police 
and rescue personnel have been 
dispatched to search die surround- 
ing Wooded terrain. 

It has become apparent after 45 
minutes to an hour, diat it may in- 
volve a lengthy operation, submit- 
ting people who are searching to 
exposure in the 95-degrcc heat. At 
Uiis point in time, an agreed lo offi- 
cial with eidier die fire department 
or police department would call 
Mr. Black's office and the group 
leader diat is responsible lor ihp 
Hardee's unit closest to the incident 
would come and pick up die 
Hardee's emergency support unit. 
They would lake it to the Hardee's 
unit in diat locality, supply it with 
tea, ice, muffins and big cookies 
and go the area where the rescue 
personnel have their command 
center. Hardee's personnel would 
offer die items in the van to 
individuals who were taking breaks 
from die search. This is a simple 
overview of the program. 

The city of Virginia Beach is 
pleased to have been asked to par- 
ticipate in this program. One person 
has been assigned the responsibility 
for coordinating Uie use of 
"Hardee's Emergency Support 
Unit" when necessary.

Tips on fighting mosquitos

Mosquito Control experts are re- 
minding the Virginia Beach com- 
munity that standing water in rain 
barrels, buckets, flower pots and 
other unintentional containers pro- 
motes mosquito breeding. Citizens 
should not leave unprotected water 
in containers in their yards. 

Several options are available for 
preventing mosquito breeding while 
saving rainwater for landscape' 
maintenance. These include: 

• Adding B.t.i. (Bacillus 
Thuringiensis var. Israelensis) to 
rainwater barrels. These "mosquito 
dunks" are composed of bacterial 
spore that only kill mosquito lar- 
vae. Water treated with B.t.i. can 
be used on plants and vegetable 
gardens without harmful effects. 
The dunks are available at some lo- 
cal garden and hardware stores. 
Please follow all label directions. 

• Screens placed on top of water 
barrels will prevail mosquitos from

laying eggs in standing water. This 
is an effective method, but citizens 
must ensure that screens are tightly 
secured, have no tears, are cleaned 
regularly and remain on top of bar- 
rels at all times. 

• Minnows are an option for large 
amounts of standing water such as 
ornamental ponds. Fish will not 
live in small barrels for any length 
of time, however, as their food 
supply is limited. 

Mosquitos are not only annoying 
pests, they are also the most 
important insect affecting the health 
of man. They can carry and spread 
diseases such as encephalitis, 
malaria, dengue fever and yellow 
fever. Of particular concern is the 
Asian Tiger mosquito, which has 
been spotted in this area and only 
breeds in containers. This species 
is an aggressive attacker and a 
known disease carrier. It is po- 
tentially voy difficult to control. 

By using responsible water col- 
lection techniques, citizens can he^ 
prevent mosquito outbreaks while 
still contributing to water 
conservation effwjs.

Jordan helps CASA fulfill Its mission

Shirley Jordan frequently crosses 
her lingers these days when she 
walks into the supermarket. 

Jordan, one of the 30 Virginia 
Beach Court Appointed Special 
Advocate (CASA) volunteers, as- 
sists the court in determining safe, 
permanent homes for abused and 
neglected children whose custody is 
being considered in juvenile court. 

When such a case appears before 
the Juvenile and Domestic Rela- 
tions Court, the judge often re- 
quests a CASA volunteer to provide 
an indc|)cndeni investigation and 
point of view of the child's situa- 
tion. 

The CASA volunteer extensively 
investigates the facts of the case by 
interviewing everyone involved 
with the child and reporting such 
findings, with placement recom- 
mendations, to the court. Follow- 
ing the court's decision, the CASA 
volunteer monitors the child and his 
or her environment closely to help 
ensure a safe, permanent home for 
the child. 

At the conclusion of the court's 
involvement in the case, the CASA 
volunteer has to discontinue the re- 
lationship with the child. Few 



CASA workers would agree that die 
caring stops there. For Jordan, it is 
the voice in the back of her mind 
that hopes to glimpse one of her 
children in the supermarket, per- 
haps, or on the .street, just to see 
the child smile and to reassure her- 
self that the child is healthy, happy 
and safe. 

Jordan has volun- 
teerism in her blood. 

From filicen years with Mobile 
Meals of Norfolk to numerous PTA 
meetings to the CASA program 
since its inception here lour years 
ago, she is making a difference in 
our world. The original CASA 
program began in Seattle in 1976 
under Judge David Soukup because 
he had heard too many juvenile 
abuse and neglect cases that htcked a 
spokesperson for the child. 

In 1988 the juvenile court judges 
brought the program to Virginia 
Beach. Today it is embraced by 
judges, lawyers and the social ser- 
vice community, and it received the 
Virgjnia Beach Bar Association's 
Liberty Bell Award this year for ihe 
group that has contributed the most 
to the legal community. 

With her children off to college 
and a husband who likes to travel, 
Jordan wanted fulfilling, yel flexi- 



ble work when she joined CASA in 
1988. If that suggests something 
easy, it is not. In one month along 
she spent 40 hours and traveled 735 
miles to investigate a child's case, 
although she admits this is high for 
the average. The commitment usu- 
ally lakes 10 to 15 hours a month, 
but that "depends on where the 
children are," notes Jordan. Cases 
average about one year in length, so 
CASA requires new volunteers to 
make at least a one-year commit- 
ment. 

A new CASA worker 
receives an initial 30-hour 
training class, and on-going Gain- 
ing includes monthly meetings and 
workshops. Jordan's best training, 
however, comes from herself. She 
enjoys helping children because "I 
learned a few things raising mine," 
she modestly admits. She has 
taught German in high school and 
college and acknowledges that her 
teaching skills have sometimes 
helped her the most.

Assertive yet patient, she plunges 
into the first duty of a CASA 
worker, investigating the facts. 
Jordan recognizes that "it takes time 
to develop a relatioHshtp with peo- 
ple. It takes a couple of months to 
find out family dynamics and the 
ability of parents to accept help." 
Some adults accept her help, others 
don't. With the children it also 
"Uikes time to develop confidence." 
she says, but she also must be 
careful that once they do trust her, 
it is not a "blind tfust." 

Jordan recognizes that her goal is 
not to make the children dependent 
upon her to help them, but to 
"guide the family and child to live 
without abuse or neglect as part of 
their environment. You have to go 
into it with the feeling that you're 
going to help these children on a 
professional level. (1 want to) help 
him and his family to become 
functional again." Many of the 
children have no idea diat what goes 
on in their homes is any different 
from what goes on in every home. 
Jordan shows these beguiled 
youngsters "that there are better 
ways of doing tilings." 

As Jordan guides the children and 
their parents to an awareness of the 
community resources available to 
them, so do they teach her an 
awareness of die issues that touch 
many of them, whether it be 
poverty, inadequate housing, 
unemployment, substance abuse or 
a broke home. By dealing wiUi 
people in crisis situations, she is 
less judgmental and more under- 
standing of their situations. 

Virginia Beach has the resources, 
but "they're terribly overburdened," 
sighs Jordan. "We have to find cre- 
ative solutions sometimes." She is 
especially hopeful about die Sys- 



tematic Training for Effective Par- 
enting (STEP) classes offered 
through the city schools, but ad- 
mits. "We need to reach out to 
these people more visibly . . . need 
something to encourage them to 
come." 

Beyond the services 

provided by an overloaded so- 
cial service case worker and the le- 
gal representation provided by the 
guardian, CASA workers have die 
time to commit to research the 
child's environment and the child's 
best interests. CASA volunteers 
represent all walks of life with the 
one goal of helping children 
through complex legal proceedings 
to find a safe, permanent home. 

It is often emotional and hard 
work, but it is equally as rewarding; 
75 percent of the original CASA 
1988 volunteers are still with the 
program. According to CASA, 
"preliminary findings show that 
children who have been assigned 
CASA volunteers tend to spend less 
time in court and less time within 
the foster care system Uian those 
who do not have CASA representa- 
tion. Judges have observed that 
CASA children also have better 
chances of finding permanent 
homes dian non-CASA children." 

Today there are 450 CASA pro- 
grams with more than 19,000 vol- 
unteers in 47 stales. "If everyone 
could take the lime and interest to 
help just one other persor^ in their 
lifetime ... we could gel a lot of 
help for a lot of people." attests 
Jordan. It is this deep caring and 
commitment which keeps her 
working with CASA. keeps her 
changing lives for the better, and 
keeps her hoping lo sec one of Uie 
children in the supcrmarkci, per- 
haps, just laughing and smiling and 
simply enjoying childhood.

In 1990. a 3.7-mile canal was 
constructed through Ocean West 
Industrial Park to improve drainage 
conditions in the Princess Anne 
Plaza area. 

The Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency has evaluated post- 
construction drainage patterns in the 
Canal Number Two watershed area. 
As a result, it is proposed that base 
(100-year) flood elevations be low- 
ered on flood maps that include 
segments of London Creek, West 
Neck Creek, Holland Road Corridor 
System, Green Run Canal and 
Colony Acres Canal. Base flood el- 
evations are the basis for flood in- 
surance rates and floodplain man- 
agement measurements in the city. 

After the flood map revisions are 



adopted by FEMA, homeowners in 
the rcvised^eas may be eligible for 
reduced flood insurance premiums 
or they may choose to discontinue 
flood insurance. Approximately 
1 ,040 homes will be removed from 
the floodplain as a result of Canal 
Number Two construction. 

Flood maps displaying the pro- 
posed flood zones revisions are 
available for inspection at the Of- 
fice of the City Engineer, Opera- 
tions Building, Virginia Beach 
Municipal Center.

Rotary Club starts publishing 
house at Brookwood Elementary

Students at Brookwood Elemen- 
tary School have gotten into 
bookmaking in a big way, and they 
have the Lynnhaven Rotary Club to 
thank for it. 

With a $750 grant frorn the Ro- 
tary Club, the school purchased a 
book binder, binding material, sta- 
plers, a paper punch, markers and 
pencils and opened a student pub- 
lishing center to be used by stu- 
dents in creating their own books. 

"This publishing center is an ex- 
tension of their language arts 
classes," said Joyce Irby, reading 
resource teacher at Brookwood. "It 
gives children ideas about writing. 
By creating their own books the 
children become more interested in 
learning about authors. They now 
«ee themselves as authors and 
illusu-ators." 

The grant by the Rotary Club, 
which provided a similar grant to 
Plaza Elementary School, is a new 
inroad into funding toward educa- 
tional excellence. 

"In the past, we've given S3,000 , 
to 55,000 a year to college stu- 
dents," said Steve Kecskes, outgo- 
ing president of the Lynnhaven 
Rotary Club. "We grew frustrated 
in that the scholarships were 
awarded and we'd never hear from 
these students again. We decided we 
wanted to get more involved in the 
community." 

To that end, the Rotary Club 
funded "mini-grants" and asked for 
proposals and applications. This 
year SI, 500 was split between 
Plaza and Brookwood. 

"In this way, the money helps 
more than one student," said Rich 



Hoehlein, incoming Rotary presi- 
dent. "This has an impact on the 
whole school." 

And it's an impact the Rotary 
Club plans to make every year. 
"We plan to make money available 
for projects that otherwise wouldn't 
be funded by the school system," 
Hoehlein said. 

In addition to becoming an indis- 
pensable tool for language arts 



teachers, the publishing center has 
drawn special interest from Brook- 
wood parcints and has become a cat- 
alyst to children's learning. 

"Seventy or 80 parents are in- 
volved in one way or another with 
the publishing center," said Irby. 
"And you'd be surprised to see these 
kids. They're writing and making 
books at home now."
